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DEATH SOWED BROADCAST 
BY BURSTING OF BOILER 


Eleven Killed and Score Injured 
by Explosion on Steamer 
Cily of Trenton, 


MANY OF THE VICTIMS 
BLOWN INTO THE RIVER 


Legs and Arms Were Broken and 
Bodies Were Parboiled—Cries 
of the Sufferers Were Heart- 

rending—Wrecked Ves- 
sel Takes Fire. 


@niladetphia, August 2.—While the 
Bteamboat City of Trenton, of the Wil- 
mington Steamboat Company, was _ on 
her way from this city to Trenton, N. 
J., this afternoon her port boiler ex- 
ploded, killing eleven persons and injur- 
ing over a score of others. Four passen- 
gers are missing, but as many sustained 
slight injuries, it is thought the missing 
may be among those who did not find it 
necessary to gq to the hospital.

Fire Followed Explosion. 


After the explosion the boat took fire 
and ran aground. Tonight she lies a 
wrecked and blackened hulk in _ the 
marshes opposite Torresdale, 16 miles 
above this city. Her hold Is filled with 
water and it is feared more of her pas- 
sengers and crew may be found in the 
bottom of the boat when the water is 
pumped out. 

A boat belonging to the police depart- 
ment is anchored a short distance from 
the stranded excursion steamer, pumping 
the water from the ill-fated vessel.

between Philadelphia and Trenton. She 
left the company’s wharf at 1:45 o'clock 
this afternoon, fifteen minutes behind her 
schedule time. 

Her passenger list was lighter than 
usual and she carried very little freight. 
The vessel was in charge of Captain W. 
A. Worrell. The other officers were: 

Edward Curry, pilot; J. W. Vanderver, 
mate; Edward Murphy, chief engineer; J. 
TD. Chew, assistant engineer, and Clayton 
Reybold, purser. There were about twelve 
firemen and deck hands aboard. 

Nothing of moment occurred until the 
boat reached Torresdale. Here the steam 
pipe connecting with the port boller 
burst with a loud report. It was fol- 
lowed by another explosion and this 
time the port boiler was rent in twain. 
Scalding steam and water poured into 
the cabin and sections of the woodwork 
of the boat were torn away by the force 
of the explosion. Those of the passen- 
gers who were not seamed and scarred 
by the scalding steam and boiler water 
were struck by the fiving portions of the 
splintered cabin. Legs and arms were 
broken and faces and bodies were par- 
boiled. The screams of the injured could 
be heard on shore and the cries of those 
who leaped and were blown into the river 
were heartrending. 

So great was the force of the explo- 
sion that a piano in the upper drawing 
room of the boat was hurled many feet 
away from the boat into the river. This 
proved to be a fortunate circumstance, 
for many of the injured passengers. 
Thrown into the water, scalded and oth- 
erwise injured, so that they were ren- 
dered helpless, they clung to the piano, 
which had fallen into shallow water, un- 
til rescued. 

When the explosions occurred Mate 
Vanderver and Pilot Curry were in the 
pilot house. Both were hurled with 
terrific force from the little inclosure and 
the wheel on the starboard side refused 
to work, while that on the port side, for 
some unaccountable reason, began re- 
volving with lightninglike rapidity. As 
a result of this the rudder turned the 
bow of the boat toward shore and she 
quickly ran aground, fastening herself in 
the mud. 

Passengers Leap for Life. 


By this time the vessel had caught fire 
end those of the passengers who were 
still aboard were compelled to leap for 
their lives. Fortunately the water was 
not more than 4 feet deep and many 
of the victims of the disaster were able 
to wade ashore. Some, however, who 
were too seriously injured to help them- 
selves, were re&cued by members of 
the boat clubs whose houses line the river 
front at this point. The cuptain and 
crew of the boat conducted themselves 
as heroes. They rendered all the assist- 
ance possible to the injured and Captain 
Worrell was the last man to leave the 
boat. All of the seriously injured were 
hastily conveyed to the hospital at the 
House of Correction at Holmesburg, 
about 3 miles below Torresdale. 

As soon as possible word was sent to 
this city for the police boats Samuel H. 
Ashbridge and Edwin S. Stuart and the 
emergency corps of doctors. The two po- 
lice boats rendered effective service in

Chief Engineer Murphy. who was on 
watch when the explosion happened, re- 
ported to the officials in this city to- 
night that the boiler which exploded 
carried only 150 pounds of steam. Mur- 
phv along with an oiler named Bryson, 
had just left the boiler room when the 
explosion occurred and both are positive 
that the boiler did not carry the limit 
of steam allowed by law. Murphy was 
slightly injured and Bryson escaped with- 
out a scratch. The assistant engineer, 
Chew, and a fireman, who were off watch 
and were on deck, were killed. 

The boilers of the City of Trenton were 
inspected in June by federal inspectors 
and stood a hydrostatic teat of 263 pounds

pany officials say, was 80 arranged that 
steam blew off at 160 pounds. Engineer 
Murphy also maintains that there were 
7 inches of water in the boiler at the 
time of the explosion. 

The steamboat City of Trenton was 
launched at Neafie and Louis ship yard 
last March. She was built for the Wil- 
mington Steamboat Company to ply be- 
tween Philadelphia and Trenton, and was 
designed for speed in shallow waters be- 
tween these cities, her draught of less 
than 5 feet permitting her to run at top 
speed on low tide. She was 162 feet long 
and 32 feet beam. 

Late tonight three additional bodies 
were recovered from the wreck of the 
steamer and were brought to the morgue 
in this city. This makes a total of eleven 
lives lost by the accident. 

There is a strong belief that more vic- 
tims are in the river and the search will 
be kept up until every part of the stream 
in the vicinity has been gone over by 
the grapplers. 


FRENCH FLAG HAULED DOWN. 


Will Float No More at Constantino- 
ple Till Sultan Yields. 
Constantinople, August 27.—(Tuesday.)— 
The French flag was hauled down from 
the embassy of France after the depart- 
ure of the ambassador, M. Constens, and 
it will not be hoisted again until diplo- 
matic relations are.restored. The staff 
of the embassy remains here, but there is 
no charge d'affaires. The French consuls 
in Turkey have been ordered to con- 
tinué to protect French interests. 
Besides the immediate causes of the 
disagreement, it is pointed out that con- 
stant difficulties were placed in the way 
of French commercial interests in Tur- 
key which contributed to M. Constans’ 
resolution. All the embassies complain of 
vexatious interference with trade. 
Sultan in Warlike Mood. 
Vienna. August 28.—The Tageblatt today 
nublishes mail correspondence from Con- 
stantinople which says the sultan will go 
to war rather than yield to unreasonable 
demands; that he igs studying plans for 
defense, and that he has ordered 300 guns 
from Germany.

A few pris- 
oners were captured and two Americans 
were wounded.

When Mrs. Nation opened her interview 
with Commissioner Murphy she said she 
had called on him for an account of his 
etewardship and asked if he did not think 
New York was an awfully wicked place. 
The commissioner replied in the nega- 
tive and Mrs. Nation repeated the ques- 
tion as an assertion, whereupon Mr. Mur- 
phy requested her to stop, saying he 
would not discuss the matter with her. 
She continued, however, to ply the com- 
missioner with questions concerning 
drinking places, all of which he refused 
to answer. Mrs. Nation said she had 
come here to do the city some good, 

“You don’t know what you are talk- 
ing about,”’ said Commissioner Murphy. 
“Go back to Kansas and stay there. If 
you want to do something, why don’t you 
do it for your husband?” 

“I have no husband now,” said Mrs. 
Nation. “I suppose you know all about 
that matter?’ 

“Oh, yes,’ said Commissioner Murphy. 
‘I congratulate Mr. Nation. He ought to 
be a happy man now.”’ 

“Why don’t you want to discuss Sun- 
day saloors?’’ asked Mrs. Nation, and the 
commissioner replied, angrily: ‘‘Because 
I don't want to. I won't sit here and be 
lectured.”’ 

“What! Do you mean to say that you 
won't discuss good morals in New York? 
Don’t you want to talk about the closing 
up of these hell holes and murder shops? 
Do you think I am crazy?” 

‘Yes, I do,’’ responded Murphy. 

Mrs. Nation then addressed Mr. Mur- 
phy as ‘“‘father,’’ which term the com- 
missioner warmly resented. Put the Kan- 
sas reformer persisted. ; 

‘Father, don’t you think a little ‘hatch- 
etation’ would be good for New York?" 

“Tf vou violate the laws I will have you 
locked up,””’ Mr. Murphy warned her.

FORECASTS AND FORECASTING. 


Those Subjects Are Discussed by the 
Weather Bureau Men. 


Milwaukee, August 28.—‘‘Forecast”’ and 
‘“‘Forecastings'’ were the subjects handled 
at the first session of the second dav of 
the weather bureau officials’ convention. 
James Barry, of Washington, presided. 

Among the papers read was one written 
by Henry J. Cox, professor of meteorol- 
ogy, Chicago. The title ef Mr. Cox’s pa- 
per was “Should the Verifying Change of 
Temperature Be Smaller and Should Not 
the Term Slightly Warmer or Slightly 
Cooler Be Credited?” 

Good forecasts, Mr. Cox contended, will 
invariably attain a high percentage of 
verification, no matter what rules are 
.sed. After the men have qualified as 
general and local forecasters and shown 
that they are able to make good predic- 
tions, their forecasts should be exempt 
from technical verification and _ they 
should be encouraged to make the best 
possible forecasts in the interest of the 
public and absolutely without regard to 
verification. 

F. J. Walz, of Chicago, read a paper on 
“The Relation Between General and Local 
Forecasts.”’ 

Other papers bearing on forecasts were 
delivered by Professor A. J. Henry, of 
Washington; F. H. Brandenburg, Denver; 
F. P. Chaffee, Montgomery, Ala.; E. L. 
Pindell, Chattanooga, Tenn., and H. M. 
Boyer, Savannah, Ga.

Republican Convention Attacks 
Him for Releasing Defaulting 
State Treasurer Bartley, 


TREASURER RELEASED 
ON PROMISE TO SETTLE 


Governor Explains His Action, but 
Convention Wanted Bartley To 
Stay in the Pen and Sav- 
age Promptly Sent 
Him Back.

Lincoln, Nebr., August 28.—Republicans 
of Nebraska, in state convention this af- 
ternoon, after a night of conflict and a 
morning of uncertainty, nominated the 
above ticket, adopted a platform in har- 
mony with party policy and made a new 
record for industry in the disposal of busi- 
ness. 

The action of Governor Savage in pa- 
roling from the penitentiary former State 
Treasurer Joseph Bartley furnished, as 
was expected, the only real excitement of 
the convention. 

Statement by Governor. 

Early this: morning a statement over 
his signature was given out by Governor 
Savage bearing upon the Bartley parole, 
It was a justification and explanation 
of his action and said, tn part: 

“I granted the parole with the under- 
standing on my part that Bartley was to 
proceed to reimburse the state, and in 
addition wag to render an accounting of 
the funds lost fn banking which he was 
unable to recover. Hundreds of people of 
various political affiliations had petitioned 
me to grant not a parole, but a ful] and 
unconditional pardon, and among the pe- 
titioners were many of our oldest and 
most respected citizens; but I was unable 
to justify in my own mind euch an act, 
and granted a parole for sixty days only 
conditioned as above stated. 

“I have given Mr, Sartley an oppor- 
tunity to right the Wrong and my action 
as regards the extensfon of further 
clemency in the premises shal] be condi- 
tioned solely. upon his compliance with 
my requirements as herein get forth. 

“EZRA P: SAVAGE, Governor.” 

An effort to dispose of the vexed ques- 
tion of an indorsement or disapproval of 
the governor's action outside the conten- 
tion signally failed. The committee on 
platform reported against the parole, and, 
while not impugning the motives of the 
governor, demanded the return of the ex- 
treasurer to the penitentiary and was sus- 
tained by the convention, 

The final chapter in the release of for- 
mer State Treasurer Bartley came late 
this evening when Governor Savage, fol- 
lowing the action of the convention this 
afternoon, cancelled the parole of the ex- 
treasurer, surrendered him to the sheriff 
of the county and ordered his return to 
prison. 

Judge Baker Speaks. 

Judge B. 8. Baker, of Omaha, was tem- 
porary chairman of the convention, which 
was called to order at 2:45 p. m,. In ac- 
cepting the temporary chairmanship he 
spoke in part as follows: 

‘For two national campaigns the demo- 
cratic party indorsed Bryan and Bryan- 
ism. If it were right, why abandon it? 
If it were wrong, why did they indorse 
it? You can't fool all the people halt 
the time. Just how that resourceful par- 
ty can get out of this dilemma time and 
chance will determine. Mr, Bryan still 
clings to his platform of 1896 and 1900, and 
says, ‘I would rather be right than win- 
ner.’ I think it safe to say that unless he 
changes materially he will never’ be 
either. 

“A party is tried from what it says. A 
party is trusted from what it does. Rep- 
resentative Patterson, of Tennessee, says 
if the democratic party ‘makes the con- 
test in 194 on the issues of the trust and 
the tariff, we will win.’ This seems to be 
the sentiment of the issue hunters of the 
democratic party. What a lamentable 
condition it will be for the stability of the 
greatest nation in the world to depend 
upon a party that seeks yearly for new 
and untried principies of political econo- 
my to manage its ship of state. On the 
question of tariff the republican party is 
at home and the prince of Napoleons on 
this economic principle occupies the high- 
est place in the gift of our nation and 
built for himself a monument in the heart 
o fthe American people that is as enduring 
as history. 

Republicans and Trusts. 

“The republican party has been and is 
the party of progress. It has fostered and 
encouraged all kinds of wholesome indus- 
try. In the onward march of progress gi- 
gantic business organizations have grown 
bevond all expected proportions, Corpo- 
rations, syndicates and trusts have taken 
root in the fertile soil of republican pros- 
perity. The republican party has pro- 
claimed that these great plans shall not 
interfere with the husbandry of the Amer- 
icans in the great field of industry. 

“The right to combine brains and capi- 
tal for the furtherance of commerce no 
one would question so long as it does not 
conflict with our form of government and 
does not oppress our people, and when it 
does, then the strong arm of the govern- 
ment must reach out and cause a halt. 

“There is room for organized capital 
and organized labor. Capital and labor 
are comrades in the great march of in- 
dustry. They are inseparable. They are 
co-extensive, and if either, by its superior 
power, seeks to oppress, have laws en- 
acted to suppress and quench such viola- 
tions in the same manner as you would 
the violation of any other criminal law. 
The republican party is the only party to 
which the people can look for fair treat- 
ment, forced if need be between organ- 
ized capital and labor.”

Lord 
Kitchener mnst be the judge of what is 
prudent. In any case, the blame for 
giving the struggle a harsher character 
must rest with the Boers.’ 

The Daliv News, which denounces the 
measure, accuses the government of be- 
ing in a hurry to discover that a policy of 
reprisals ought to be resorted to. 

The Times, in the course of an editorial] 
expressing doubt that Mr. Brodrick’s dis- 
patch will serve any useful purpose, says: 

“It is imperative that such eriminals 
should be punished as soon as caught, 
and probably any general who caught 
them would, on conviction, shoot them; 
but it seems hardly worth while to pro- 
claim what the enemy must know well 
enough already, namely, that if he allows 
the war to degenerate into. murder, he 
must expect the penalty of murder.”’

CHINA IS TROUBLING ENVOYS. 


Not Disposed To Carry Out the Spirit 
of Protocol. 

Pekin, August 28.—The imperial edict 
forbidding the importation of arms and 
munitions of war is not satisfactory to 
foreign ministers. It ignores the 
vital fact that the prohibition applies to 
the government, and that it is part of 
the Chinese punishment. The’ edict 
makes it appear to be merely the goverr 
ment’s voluntary act, prohibiting Chi- 
nese subjects from importing arms an@ 
munitions as the country is disturbed by 
brigands. Later in the day it was an- 
nounced that the ministers had decided 
to accept the edict, but to omit the first 
paragraph in publishing it aS part of the 
appendix to the protocol. 

It is understood that the British minis- 
ter, Sir Ernest Satow, proposed to re- 
turn the edict to the Chinese peace com- 
missioners as unsatisfactory, but the 
proposal failed. Several of the diplomats, 
including Mr. Rockhill, opposed this fea- 
ture of the protocol. Among their rea- 
sons was that it was impossible of er- 
forcement and that it was illogical while 
insisting that the Chinese government 
maintain order to deprive it of the means 
so doing. 

Whereas a month ago the Chinese com- 
missioners were importuning the minis- 
ters to conclude the negotiations it is 
now the ministers who are daily visit- 
ing Li Hung Chang on a similar. errand 

Several of the ministers expect to be - 
transferred to’more pleasant posts at the 
conclusion of their labors and all are 
wearted with the confinement Pekin 
during the tropical months. 

The Chinese may take advantage of the 
ministers’ manifest .anxiety to wind up 
business in the forthcoming decrees. If 
the other governments had kept troops 
at Pekin until the protocol was signed, 
as Great Britain is doing, it is regarded 
as probable that the Chinese would dis- 
play greater willingness to carry out the 
spirit of the protocol. 

More British Troops Wanted. 

London, August 28.—A special dispatct, 
from Shanghai says the British authori- 
ties at Pekin have telegraphed for more 
British troops.

This Caused Delay and Suit May Be 
Brought if Minder Is Executed 
Before Opinion Is Ren- 
dered by U. S. Su- 
preme Judge. 
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Macon, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)- 
There was forwarded by express today 
to Attorney John R. Cooper, of Macon, 
care of the Astor house, New York, the 
record before the supreme court of Geor- 
gia in the case of I. Minder, who is sen- 
ténced to he hanged at Macon on Sep- 
tember 6, for the murder of Andrew Ma- 
honey. 

This record Mr. Cooper, as attorney for 
Minder, will present to Justice White, 
of the United States supreme court, who 
is now at Sangerties, N. Y., for the pur- 
pose of getting a writ of error against 
the supreme court of Georgia for refusing 
Minder a new trial. 

If Justice White grants the writ this 
will stay the execution of Minder and 
his case will be heard in the United 
States supreme court on constitutional 
grounds, as have been already set forth 
in The. Constitution. 

The record of the casBe which was ex- 
pressed today to Cooper, at New York, is 
the second copy of the record that has 
been made, so The Constitution corre- 
spondent is informed. A copy was sent 
by express some time ago to Justice 
Harlan, of the United+ States supreme 
court, who is in Canada, but it was lost 
in transit and a second copy had to be 
made, which was forwarded to Mr. 
Cooper, at New York. The cost of each 
copy to Minder’s attorney was $75. It is 
said that the attorney asked the Southern 
Express Company to pay the cost of 
making the second copy, but the com- 
pany refused on the ground that it de- 
livered the record safely to another ex- 
préss line.’ 

Minder’s attorney will sue the express 
company for the cost of the record, and 
has also notified the company if Minder 
is hanged by reason of the loss of the 
record that was forwarded to Justice 
Harlan suit for wamages for Minder's 
death will be brought against the com- 
pany.

“verted Into an* Auditorium: 
Macon,. Ga., August. 3:—(Speelal.)—The 
mayor and. council of the eity of Macon 
are having a hard timé in trying to ac- 
complish their laudable purpose of erect- 
ing an auditorium. Recently they t1e- 
solved to erect a $10,000 annex to the city 


hall to be used as an auditorium when

mayor and council passed a resolution to 
eonvert the brick portion of the market 
house into a temporary auditorium so as 
to provide a large place for holding the 
exercises of the state confederate reunion 
in next October. To this latter proposi- 
tion a bill of injunction was filed today 
against the mayor and council by Marion 
W. Harris as attorney for Messrs. I. B. 
English and’ M. Newman, and Mrs. Jo- 
seph Dinkler and Mrs. Maggie Donahue, 
owners of property adjacent to the mar- 
ket house. In the absence of Judge Fel- 
ton, of Bibb superior court, from the 
city, the bill of injunction was presented 
to Judge E. J. Reagan, of the Flint cir- 
cuit, who granted a restraining order ‘n 
the case, and Monday, September 2, was 
set as the day for the hearing. 

Among other things, the petition sets 
forth that the market house was author- 
ised by an act of the legislature in 1886, 
which provided that said market house 
was to be paid for by the city of Macon 
issuing bonds for this purpose to the 
amount of $20,000 bearing 5 per cent inter- 
est per annum and secured by a mortgage 
on the market house property. It is 
stated in the petition for injunction that 
the citizens of Macon voted on the issuing 
of bonds for this purpose and that the 
election resulted in favor of the bonds.

namely, that of local option and in oppo- 
sition to any measure of prohibition by 
direct state legislation. Mr. Brown's 
declaration. construed in the light of the 
record to which he refers, plainly means 
this, as he voted for the Bush Dill as 
amended so as to leave it to the vote of 
the people in.1895, and then voted against 
the Boynton or direct anti-barroom bill in 
1897, 

“T corifess I have more curlosity to see 
Mr. Terrell’s declaration on this subject, 
So far as I understand, the liquor dealers 
are for him almost to a man, and yet J 
am informed that he is also a local op- 
tionist. 

“There are other questions and all the 
candidates will have to speak gut on them 
sooner or later.”’

Georgia Saw Mill Association Holds 
Enthusiastic Meeting. 

Tifton, Ga., August 28.—(Spécial.)—The 
Georgia Saw Mill Association met in reg- 
ular session at Hotel Sadie yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3:30, President H. H. Tift pre- 
siding, with secretary and a full attend- 
ance of officers present.

MACON BANKS CASH 
FORGED CHECKS 


Thirteen-Year-Old Bey Presented Them 
for Payment. 


DR. HOLMES’ NAME SIGNED 


Boy Suppcsed To Be Acting in Coop- 
eration with Some Expert Forger. 
Amotnts of Checks and 
When They Were 
Cashed. 


Macon, Ga., August  28.—(Special.)— 
There is a certain very shrewd 13-year-old 
white boy in Macon whom the Macon 
Savings Bank and others in Macon would 
like to get hold of just at this time. He 
is either a very accomplished forger or 
he is working in cooperation with an ex- 
pert forger. In the last two days he 
has succeeded in getting $110 on forged 
checks. Of this amount $85 was obtained 
from the Macon Savings bank, $15 from 
John C. Eads & Co., and $10 from How- 
ard M. Smith. The name forged to each 
was that of W. R. Holmes, the well- 
known Macon dentist. 

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock the 
boy entered the Macon Savings bank 
and got a check cashed for $25. The 
check was on the American National 
bank of Macon. About 5 o’clock John C. 
Eads & Co. cashed for him a check for 
$15 on the Exhange bank, and a half hour 
later yesterday afternoon the bookkeeper 
of Howard M. Smith cashed for the boy 
a $10 check on the Exchange bank. The 
boy rode up to Smith’s place of business 
on Second street on a bicycle. This morn- 
ing he returned to the Macon Savings 
bank and had it to cash a check for $26 
on the Ame¥igin National bank and in a 
short time returned and had the bank to 
cash a check for $35 on the Amierican 
National bank. 

The forgeries were not discovered until 
this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, when the 
checks went to the. clearing house. Ww. 
R. Holmes keeps his account at I. C. 
Plant's Sons’ bank, whereas three of the 
forged checks were drawn on the Ameri- 
can National bank and two on the Ex- 
change bank. Each check was payable to 
“cash.’’ There is no clew Whatever as 
to the identity of the boy. 

Monday afternoon a negro man .called 
at Benner Bros.’ saloon, on Mulberry 
street, and asked John Benner if he 
would cash a check of $75 for Dr. W. 
R. Holmes. Benner told him he would if 
Dr. Holmes brought the check there. The 
negro disappeared and never returned. 
It is now supposed that the negro intend- 
ed to present a forged check, but as Ben- 
ner took the precaution to say that he 
would cash it if Dr. Holmes, tn person, 
presented it, the passing of the bogus 
check on Benner by the negro was frus- 
trated. The negro was probably acting 
in behalf of some one else, who is no 
doubt the same party with whom the 
white boy, who successfully passed the 
checks, was cooperating.

Three Negroes Quarrel Over a 
Debt of 25 Cents and 
Pull Their Pistols, 


ABOUT A DOZEN SHOTS 
FIRED DURING. FIGHT 


All Three Participants Received 
Shots—One of Them Was Killed 
Outright and the Other 
Two Were Mortally 
Wounded. 


Selma, Ala., August 28.—(Special.)—One 
lying dead in the road and two more 
mortally wounded close by his side is 
the result of a three-cornered duel that 
took place between three negro men, 
near Furman, a few miles from here, 
this morning. 

The three negroes were laborers at a 
cedar camp near Furman, and had gone 
to town this morning on some business 
for the camp and were on their way 
back when the three got into a dis- 
pute over 25 cents. When the quarrel 
got warm the three negroes each pulled 
his pistol and begun shooting at each 
other. About twelve shots were fired, 
and when the smoke cleared away one 
of the negroes lay dead in the road 
with six. bullets in his body and the 
other two near him mortally wounded. 


JARRELL HAS BEEN APPOINTED 


Squabble Over Superintendency of 
Education in Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Last night State Superintendent 
of Education Abercrombie reappointed 
W. G. Jarrell.to be county superintendent 
of education of Chambers county.. This 
morning Mr. Abercrombie received of- 
ficial returns from a primary election 
held in that county on last Saturday by 
some of the democrats to select whom 
they wanted for the place. There were 
748 votes cast in the election and of 
these 463 were cast for G. B. Avery, of 
Lanette, and 285 for Jarrell. 

Mr. Abercrombie last June told Jarrell 
and publicly announced that he would 
reappoint him unless his character and 
intelligence should be successfully as- 
sailed. In July he was notified that the 
democratic county committee would order 
a primary and he would be expected to 
appoint the choice of the election.

Young Man of Raleigh Has Com- 
pleted One. 

Raleigh, -N. C., August 28.—(Special.)— 
James Busbee, a son of Charles M. Bus- 
bee, of Raleigh, has completed a life size 
portrait of Z. B. Vance in oil, which, if 
accepted, will he placed by the North 
Carolina division of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy in the North Carolina room 
in the Confederate museum at Richmond.

There is a re- 
ward of $400 offered by the governor for 
his arrest, and it is thought that Warren 
is trying to reach Charleston, ‘from 


which place he will endeavor to escape.

HOWARD SENT UP FOR LIFE. 


Convicted of Murder in the Lynching 
of a Negro. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 28.—A special 
to The Advertiser from Wetumpka, Ala., 
says that Gearge Howard was today con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Howard 
was a member of the mob which lynched 
Robert White, a negro, in this county 
some months ago. 

The case was called this morning in the 
circuit court and a jury was soon im- 
paneled. After the state’s evidence was 
submitted, the attorney forgthe defense, 
after a conference with his client, an- 
nounced that Howard desired to make a 
statement to the court. Upon being sworn, 
Howard related the details of the lynch- 
ing, admitting his participation therein. 
He gave the names of the members of the 
mob, which numbered thirteen. He said 
that White was taken from the officers, 
who were bringing him to Wetumpka, 
and carried into a nearby swamp. One 
man climbed a tree and tied a rope to a 
limb, while the other end was placed 
around White's neck. The negro was 
raised from the ground bv the other 
members of the mob and the rope was 
made taut. White was then dropped. 
The fall was not sufficient to break the 
negro’s neck, he dying from strangula- 
tion. 

After being out almost two hours the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree and fixed the pen- 
alty at life imprisonment, 

Howard is one of the most prominent 
farmers in his section of the country. 
White was accused of shooting at a white 
man. 

The cases against John Strength and 
Martin Fuller, accused of being members 
of this mob, are now being tried. 

The aase against John Thomas will ve 
called tomorrow and that against Ben 
Martin Friday. Lem Strength and Will 
Still are also to be tried, but these cases 
have not been set. All others who are 
alleged to have been members of the mob 
have left the country.

There is beyond question a growing feel- 
ing that the suffrage limitations are not 
drastic enough to protect the black belt 
under honest elections and fair count. 
Under the restrictions of the permanent 
plan the whites will be left in a minority 
of the qualified voters in manv of the 
beats and several of the counties. They 
will have to submit to being out-voted 
or count the negroes out, as is now done, 
though the counting would, of course, be 
on a smaller scale. This state of facts 
is bolstering up those who favor the orop- 
osition to confine the right to hold office 
to white men, and a last effort will be 
made to put on an amendment to that 
effect. The provision is extremely popu- 
lar in the black belt, and its constitu- 
tiorality has the sanction of Senator Mor- 
gan. It is unslerstood, however, that 
Judge Coleman, chairman of the suffraze 
committee, holds that it is unconstitu- 
tioral, and he has so far had his way with 
the suffrage article. 

Ordinances will be offered at the wind 
up providing for representation among the 
managers of the election on ratification 
of those who oppose it. Also for a con- 
test of the election on ratification before 
the supreme court. Neither of these is, 
however, expected to pass. 

It is understood that the agricultural 
and mechanical college at* Auburn will 
have a change made in the present man- 
ner of the selection of its trustees by the 
governor, so as to provide against the 
possibility of a republican governor get- 
ting control of the board if, haply, one 
should be elected under the fair elections 
guaranteed by the new constitution. 
Either the board will be given power to 
fill its own vacancies or the terms will 
be lengthened out to twelve years, so as 
to tide over any cNance success of the 
enemy. 

The constitutional convention was in 
session one hour. thig afternoon and by a 
close vote refused to bind itself to a 
proposition not to. receive amendments. 
This probably means that the convention 
will be in session many days. The new 
instrument is to be written on parch- 
ment by an expert, after which it will 
be signed by each delegate. To set at 
ease those delegates who will oppose the 
ratification of the new constitution, the 
convention today adopted a form of at- 
testation. The signatures will be merely 
an attest and not a sien of approval. The 
actual work of the body will begin to- 
morrow. 

The new constitution, as finally present- 
ed by the harmony committee contains 
94 sections and is about one-fourth 
longer than the present constitution. 
That committee's changes are confined to 
reconciling discrepancies and correcting 
inaccuracies, except that it reports two 
new sections for the article on corpora- 
tions. One of these forbids cities of over 
6,000 population from granting franchises 
over their streets, alleys and avenues for 
a longer period than thirty years. The 
other provides that residents of this state 
may sue foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in this state, although the damage 
or cause of action arises in another state. 

The time for meeting of the legislature 
is changed to Tuesday after the second 
Monday in January to agree with the 
postponement of state elections till No- 


vember. 


The inauguration of state officers is to 
be a week later. The rules committee 
tried to cut off any more amendments by 
reporting a rule that no amendment can 
be proposed without the consent of a 
two-thirds vote. The convention, how- 
ever, is not satisfied with some sections 
as they stand and tabled the rule by a 
vote of 55 to 51. 

A committee of one from each con- 
gressional district was provided to pre- 
pare and issue an address to the people 
embodying the argument for ratification. 
Fifty thousand copies were ordered 
printed and distributed.

KEEGAN EXONERATED BY JURY 


Coroner Decides That He Slew Ward 
in Self Defense. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 28.—(Special.) 
Michael Keegan, a night watchman 65 
years of age, who was charged with the 
killing of James M. Ward, a young cotton 
buyer, was exonerated by the coroner's 
jury at the Inquest todav. The testi- 
mony showed that.a party of young 
men, who had been out sailing and sev- 
eral of whom were drunk, attacked the 
aged watchman because he remonstrated 
at the disturbance they were causing. 
One man had knocked Keegan down and 
another was helping to hold him. when 
he got his pistol and fired. Ward, who 
was runnine up at the time, was hit. 
His friends made it appear today that 
he was anxious to get into the fray 
as a peacemaker. Keegan was beat over 
the head and was bloody and bruised 
when he was lifted from the ground. It 
was clear by the testimony that Keegan 
shot in self-defense and he was released 
from jail this afternoon. 

Ward and the young men who had 
sailed with him were prominently con- 
nected in the city. but it was known 
that members of the vartv were drunk 
and boisterous when Ward was killed.

Charleston Officers Start Out To Ar- 
rest Two Bad Darkies. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 28.—(Special.) 
Sheriff Martin tonight sent a posse of 
cight men, all armed with winchester re- 
peating rifles and revolvers, to Red Top 
to arrest two regro desperadoes who are 
wanted for murder. One negro, Henry 
Johnson, is the brother and pal of “‘Wild

The sheriff's 
posse left the city in a wagon at a late 
tour and has been instructed to surround 
the cabin before daylight. 


STOWERS HAS BEEN SUSPENDED 


Governor Longino Appoints a Tem- 
porary Treasurer. 

Jachson, Miss., August 28.—Governor 
Longino tceday ordered the suspension of 
State Treestrer J. R. Stowers and ap- 
pointed G. W. Carlisle temporary treas- 
urer. Stcwers, in a statement given out 
last Friday, said the $107,000 missing and 
vraccounted for when the governor count- 
ed his cash August 15, was deposited in 
banks urder his direction, which is for- 
biaden by law. All the banks of Jackson 
having denied that they had any of this 
money on deposit, the governcer last night 
wrote Stowers for a complete statement 
as to the place where the deposits were 
made and all things connected with the 


transaction. 

In response to the governor*s letter of 
susrension Mr. Stowers addressed him a 
letter stating: 

“IT am advised that the law makes no 
provision for contesting your right to sus- 
pend me, and that I have no recourse ex~ 
cept to yieki, which I do, protesting, how- 
ever that your action is unwarranted in 
law and unjust in fact. I request that be- 
fore I surrender the office, you personally 
have a count made of the funds, and 
other securities in the treasury.”’ : 

Treasurer Stowers’ answer to the gov- 
ernor’s letter demanding specific informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of the cash on 
August 15 is a very long document, but 
tells nothing. He declines to name the 
banks wherein the cash wags deposited, 
whereupon the governor suspended him. 

The governor's auditor, revenue agent, 
Bank Cashiers Jones and Anderson and 
the old and new’ treasurers are again 
counting the cash tonight, and it is be- 
lieved it will balance wh the books, 
which are known to be correct. How- 
ever, an expert ac¢ountant will be em- 
ployed at once to overhaul the books, and 
on his report ouster proceedings will be 
inetituted against the treasurer for viola- 
tion of the law in failing to keep the 
money in the treasury. Stowers has re- 
tained able counsel, and will endeavor to 
show that he Is guilty of no crime. 

Mr. Carlisle, the new treasurer, is an al- 
derman of the city of Jackson and a life- 
long friend of Governor Longino. He 
made the required personal bond of $11,000 
in two hours, and entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

At 10 p. m. Governor Longino announced 
the count finished and that $891,206.39 
cash was on hand, as called for by the 
treasury books. . 
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PEARLS FOUND IN MUSSELS. 


Business Proves Profitable in Ken- 
tucky—How Pearls Are Found. 
Paducah, Ky., August 28.—(Special.)—A 
large section of country along the banks 
of the river, a small stream, where it 
crosses the Christian county line into 
Trigg county and several miles below, is 
wild with pearl fever. For some months 
past there has been occasional finus of 
valuable pearls along the river. Some 
time ago several hundred began to search 
for the hidden treasure and jin every case 
their efforts were rewarded. Many pearls 
were found and some sales were made 
and it is said prices from $25 to $0 were 

realized for many of them. 

The pearl fever gradually spread and 
shrewd farmers living in the vicinity be- 
gan to watch the “‘fisheries’’ and Arom 
searching themselves finally changed 
their plans and put negroes to hunting 
and are buying the pearls from them at 
from 50 cents to $1 each as fast as they 
are found. 

Several persons were here today bring- 
ing marvelous stories of the wealth hid- 
den in the lowly mussel shells along the 
banks of Little river. Among them was 
Thomas N. Wadlington, who exhibited 
several hundred pearls in one lot and 
states that he has, all told, between 700 
and 1,000 pearls. To his’ stock he is 
steadily adding more by a systematic 
plan of collecting them from the finders. 
The pearls are found in the shells of 
common mussels along the banks and 
thousands of shells that have been open- 
ed now strew the ground. Not all those 
opened contain pearls and fisheries that 
have once been hunted over are not ex- 
hausted. The mussels are constantly 
workin€ up out of the ground and it pays 
to search the same territory over and 
over. 


CAMERON ON THE SUFFRAGE. 


Speech Eaid To Have Been Best De- 
livered in Convention. 


Richmond, Va., August 28.—The consti- 
tutional convention met as usual at noon 
today. Chairman R. Walton Moore pre- 
sented the report of the legislative com- 
mittee, which was ordered printed. It 
provides a four-year-term for members 
of both house and senate and indicates 
those who are not eligible to election. 

Delegate Pettit, of Fluvanna, moved 
for further consideration of the report of 
the committee on preamble and bill of 
rights in committee of the whole. This 
was agreed to and ex-Governor Cameron 
was recognized. He regretted that put- 
ting into effect the new constitution 
should have arisen at this time. He was 
in favor of submitting the work to an 
electorate, but he was not prepared to 
say whether an abridged or the present 
electorate. —_ 

The convention, he believed, was abso- 
lute and supreme. The plea had been 
made that to restrict the suffrage would 
militate against the white people of the 
southwest valley. The time had never 
come, and he believed it never would 
come, when the people of the state of 
Virginia would not stand shoulder to 
shoulder and go to the rescue of their 
brethren. Neither the Norfolk conven- 
tion, nor any other body of men in the 
state, had any idea that the new con- 
stitution would be submitted to a class of 
people who had never shown any ap- 
preciation of their votes when they voted 
even for a county constable. 

The speech occupied nearly an hour and 
a half and frequently the applause of the 
audience necessitated a stop of.two or 
three minutes. The concensus of opinion 
is that the speech was one of the ablest 
yet delivered in the convention. 


FORMED AN ORGANIZATION. 


Business Men of Chattanooga To Op- / 
erate Steamboats. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 28.—A com- 
pany composed of fifty-five of the leading 
business men and manufacturers of this 
city was formed today to be known as 
the Chattanooga and Tennessee River 
Packet Company. The company has pur- 
chased the steamer Avalon, formerly in 
the Ohio river trade and wttl operate it 
permarently between this city and Cairo, 
Ill. Later one or more additional boats 
will be purchased. The project is un- 
dertaken for the purpose of securing 
recognition of Chattanooga as a river 
point and thus obtaining lower freight 
rates. The same boat was operated last 
winter under the lease of business men.

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TANGIER WORTH SEEING ONCE, 
SAYS OHL IN A BREEZY LETTER 
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Tangier, Morocco.—(Mailed at Port 
Said en route to Manila.)—This day has 
brought me the wildest experience of my 
life. I have been closer to the original 
man savage than it had ever been my 
good fortune to be before, closer than I 
may ever get again. I have seen the 
Moor on his native heath; have tramped 
with him through the highways and by- 
ways of his brag town; have tasted his 
Sweets and smelled the smells that de- 
light his nostrils—more, 1 may say in 

. passing, than they have delighted mine; 
have had a glimpse at some of the horrors 
of his government and looked into the 
dark eyes that peep above the closely 
drawn veils with which he hides the ma- 
jor portion of the faces of his women 
from the gaze of the wnholy. I have, in 
short, gone all the gaits of a first day in 
Tangier and as I sit here in the quietude 
of this bit of old Engiand cated the Ho- | 
tel Cecil my head is in a perfect whirl. 
The cries of the donkey boys ring in my 
ears. The din of bedlam pounds like a 
trip hammer upon the inside of my skull. 

How can I begin to tell it all? What 
words in the English language can pos- 
Sibly be adequate for a description of the 
Scenes and experiences of this day? 

“I wouldn't come here again for a 
thousand dollars a day,’’ a feminine voice 
remarks within my hearing, ‘‘not for a 
thousand dollars; but,’ with great posi- 
tiveness, “I would not have missed it for 
ten thousand!’’ 

I think that is the way we all feel. We 
are utterly done iti out and dis- 
gusted, and yet sfpremely glad we came. 
There are many other comers of this 
earth into which I would go before de- 
voting another day to this particular 
@ark corner, but I would not’ take a very 
great deal for this day’s experience. 

“To begin at the beginning, we left the 

McClellan at 8 o'clock this morning, 
having chartered the little side-wheeler 
. Hercules for the run across from Spain 
to the coast of Africa. This we found to 
be the only — practical way to get a 
glimpse of Morocco without killing a lot 
of time, The regular steamer running to 
Cadiz runs by Tangier on occasions, but 
‘she must be operated in the interests of 
the hotels here, for there is no schedule 
which does not necessitate a stay of at 
least one night here. 

It is only three hours across from Gi- 
braitar, but there are centuries between 
the two places. The trip across is a 
beautiful one. Our course lay rather close 
to the Spanish shore and gave us an ex- 
cellent opportunity to study the varying 
beauties of the landscape. On the other 
side of the channel the mountainous out- 
line of the coast of Africa was visible to 
the eye, but so far as I could see there 
were few evidences of life there. 

Certainly none so interesting as those 
nearer at'‘hand. The Spanish shore is 
lined with the ruins of old Moorish tow- 
ers, relics of the days when the dark 
hordes from Africa first obtained foot- 
hold upon Europe—towers long ago 
abandoned to the mercy of the elements 
but still standing grandly superior to the 
work of the winds and the storms, their 
magnificent outlines against the, back- 
ground of hill and sky speaking eloquent- 
ly of the days of Moorish greatness. 

These hills of southern Spain are cover- 
ed with grain and remind one somewhat 
of the Scottish mountains. Here and 
there, sunk in patches of green which the 
glasses show to be fruit orchards, there 
are houses painted white, most of them 
small, but with an occasional home 
indicative ee high state of 

* rural prosperity.. every instance 
the house and outbuildings are 
white, the roofs tiled. Some idea 
of the tropical character of the cli- 
mate is shown by the cacti growing on 
all sides. Almost every little farm is 
surrounded by a hedge of maguay, such 
as is found in Mexico, the fruit of which 
makes the pulque and the aguadiente, if 
I recollect aright. Figs and grapes grow 
in abundance. The latitude is about that 
of Washington, but the terdure is that of 
the tropics.

tion, where the Marconi system is being 
operated. This is not far from the town 
of Tarifa, which, with its ancient forts, 
formed a beautiful picture as the morn 
ing sun beat down upon her. As we near- 
ed the town our band played “Yankee 
Doodle.’’ Whether from curiosity or 
from fear of the threatened American in- 
vasion I know not, but the strains of the 
music brought the people of the town in 
droves to the battlements. They must 
have concluded we were friendly enough, ” 
for as we passed the fortress at the en- 
trance to Tarifa harbor we were given a 
friendly and fraternal salute. The Span- 
ish soldiers cheered us; the war is over. 

Tarifa ‘s noted chiefly for the fact that 
it has given to the world the word “‘tan- 
iff." In the days when the Moors had 
contro] of this entrance to the Mediterra- 
nean and were able to dominate things 
very thoroughly, some genius- among 
them conceived the idea of holding up ail 
the shipping that essayed to pass through 
and extracting foll. I imagine this con- 
ception didn’t have very great difficulty 
in being born, for the Moors were pretty 
expert in all other kinds of highway rcb- 
bery. They were highly successful, This 
particular brand of highway robbery soon 
became known as “‘tariff’’ in recognition 
of the place where it was first levied, 
ee ‘tariff’ it has been from that day to 

ris. 

From Tarifa the course is almost 
Straight across to Tanglér on the Afri- 
Car shore. As we got closer to the African 
Sie, more Moorish ruins began to: #how 
themselves, Then a clean, white beach 
line, and soon—dead ahead—the white 
houses and red-ttled roofs of the Morocco 
metropolis. 


As we drew near the city’ presented a 
pretty picture, indeed. The: line of the 
wall separating the old city from the 
lewer portion because more and more 
distinct; the bright red of the roofs was 
broken in by dashes here and there of 
brilliant blue and salmon pink and green 
and yeilow—a tall green mosque on one ot 
the hills to the left, apparently, of the 
iwsitess part of the city standing out 
in brilliant relief. The bay was alive 
with brightly painted new boats in which 
red-fezzed and. bare-legged followers. of 
Mohammed were, seen pulling with might 
and main toward us. Closer in several 
Small vessels lay at anchor—one of them 
the Morocco navy. It is literally true 
that the navy- of Morocco consists of one 
small cruiser; its value may be judged 
by the fact that by some agreement cf 
the greater powers this vessel is not al- 
lowed to go outside the 3-mile limit! 

We dropped anchor about a quarter of 
a mile from the one pier which the city 
affords. Thet, I supposed, was a precau- 
tionary step made necessary by the shal- 
lowress of the- water in the bay, but it 
was nothing of the sort. The Hercules 
could easily have gone up to the wharf, 
but the regulations of the government, 
made apparently in the interest of «he 
boatmen, provide otherwise. Every per- 
son aspiring to place his foot upon Moroc- 
co soil must first deliver himself unto the 
tender mercies of the boatmen. After they 
get their share of the money the passen- 
ger happens to have about him, hc ‘s al- 
lowed to mount the steps to the pier. But 
there is st#1 another pull on his exchequer 
before he is allowed to reach terra tirma. 
He js not allowed to walk the length of 
that pier until he has first purchased a 
ticket for six pence. This he does at a 
ticket booth as soon as he mounts the 
pier steps; he walks the 200 yards of 
plank which comprise the top of the pier 
and is then on Moroccg soll—God help 
him! 

All of this we did not know, however, 
for some time after our ship came to an- 
chor. There were earlier experiences to 
remember, 

The first of the boats to get alongside 
bore the Morocco red flag and a fat, rath- 
er greasy-looking individual in European 
ciothes. He was the health officer. Just 
what conception a resident of Tangier 
con have of anything appertaining to 
cleanliness and health it is a little difficult 
to understand, but this individual gazed 
gravely at our papers, nodded solemnly, 
and we were given to understand that in 
the eyes of officialdom our presence would 
not stain the purity and puichritude of 
the Sultan's domain. 

While this ceremony was being perform- 
ed I felt a gentle tap on my shouldé&# and 
turning, was face to face with one of 
the sweetest and best-looking rascals who 
has escaped the death that comes with a 
noose. He was Mohammed Ducall, and 
if there are many such in Morocco, the 
kingdom of the African sultan may once 
again cut a figure in the world's affairs. 
His genius is being wasted, however; one 
of the greatest diplomats on this earth 
is wasting a brilliant brain upon the petty 
thievery that goes with his vocation as 
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gulde when he might as easily be steal- 
ing empires for some wise soyereign.

Tall and 
handsome as must have been the Moor- 
ish princes of old, young and athletic, 
a dandy who need only wander along the 
Boulevard de L’Opera or the Champs 
Elysee to have a life of Paris ease 
around him. His coal black hair was 
only partially covered by a brilliant red 
fez worn jauntily on one side, his short 
curly beard did not begin to conceal the 
oily smoothness of his skin or the pear- 
ly whiteness of his teeth, beneath the 
loose robe of rough brown stuff he wore 
a silken shirt of red as brilliant as his 
fez. French patent leather boots en- 
cased his shapely feet, and stockings— 
I must not forget the stockings. I shall 
always hold Ducali in my heart for those 
stockings. Not that there was in these 
any of thé brilliance of coloring neces- 
sary to put him in the Gordon Kiser 
class, but because he has the good taste 
to wear any at all. The ancestor of the 
original sockleses populist must have come 
from Morocco. In this land of bare, 
brown legs, the vision of a pair of stock- 
ings is as welcome as is an oasis of 
green to the weary traveler in the desert;

There were about seventy of us in all 
and the savages in control of. about 
twenty-five boats were struggling among 
themselves to get to the ship—four or 
five men to the boat and each one doing 
the howling dervish act to the Hmit of 
his ability. There is no lack of lung 
power among these people; if a tuber- 
culosis expert is looking for a place in 
which to starve, I will recommend Mo- 
rocco. ' 

Noise? No man was ever up against 
as much in the same period of time. 
Bang! The first boat came against the 
ship’s side at the foot of the gangway, 
and every Moor throat set up a howl. 
Ducali was the only cool person on the 
scene. ‘‘Ladies first, please,’’ command- 
ed ‘this Mr. Smooth, who had by this 
time assumed supreme authority. The 
ladies gripped themselves in the region 
of the breast and looked appealingly to 
the men. One or two of these braver 
than the others essayed to help the 
ladies down the gangway, but no help 
Was necessary. These Moors have a lit- 
tle way of doing things which makes out- 
side help unnecessary.

All this time the small boats were 
being pitched and tossed about on the 
waves which by now were running pret- 
ty high, and although boat after boat 
got away all right with its load of hu- 
man freight, there was no diminution in 
the fear of those left behind. Two children 
who happened to get in a different boat 
from that which took their mother were 
crying gs if their little hearts would 
break, and I can't say I blamed then? for 
it. There were a number of narrow es- 
capes, but just as some unlucky fellow 
seemed about to find a watery grave, a 
brown arm shot out from the crowd and 
pulled him to safety. When all had 
lamded and had clambered' up the slimy 
steps leading to the top of the pier, I 
felt as if a great big load had been 
lifted from my heart—and a g00d many 
others felt the same way. It had seemed 
an impossible undertaking, and we were 
decidedly dubious over the outcome:of it 
all, despite the bland ‘assurances of Du- 
cali that all would be right. 

With ‘a smile that said “I told you so,” 
Ducali now got his cavalcade about him 
and proudly began hig onslaught upon the

The swell lit- 
tle bamboo swagger stick he carried 
served as an emblem of his proud lead- 
ership, and as we wandered on foot up 
the steep, narrow street which is the 
principal business thoroughfare of Tan- 
gier, there was hearty greeting for him 
on all sides, As I walked with him 
drinking in the words of wisdom which 
fell from his lips in pretty good English, I 
caught many glances from dark eyes 
supposed to avert their gaze at the ap- 
proach of man, but they were all for 
Ducali. As it was unfair for me to mo- 
nopolize all the attention of our chief 
guide, I fell in with his assistant and 
friend Mohammed Hamduchis, to my 
profit and joy. Hamduchis is not as hand- 
some as Ducali, he wore no stockings, 
and he is by no means as great a liar; 
but he is young and in the hands of so 
expert a teacher, great things may yet 
be expected of him. I won him by 
letting him carry my camera; and though 
he continued to look up to Ducali, I do 
not think there was much envy of even 
him after the responsibility of the cam- 
era became his. 

Then there was Mismudi—but of him 
later. He deserves a paragraph all to 
himself, for some day he will be the 
chief devil of them all. 

We had no trouble at the custom house 
for we brought no baggage. A few sol- 
diers wearing no distinctive uniforms, 
carrying no arms, and bearing no emblem 
of authority, so far as I could see, were 
lying around the floor and benches of 
what we were told was the custom house, 
The administration of affairs here and 
throughout the municipality is farmed out 
to the potentate who becomes governor, 
and all the revenues go into his pocket. 

Past the customs gate, we went at 
once up a narrow street. which we were 
told was the main business street of the 
city but which struck us as being noted 
more for its smelis than for anything 
else. There was a general movement 
toward scent bottles on the part of the 
feminine contingent but we were to learn 
later that this wag attar of roses as com- 
pared with some of the smells that were 
to assail our noses later on. However, 
first impressions are usually pretty last- 
ing and none of us are likely to forget 
this one very soon, 

I, have often wondered why it is that 
the first thing you are steered against in 
any new place is the market. Some peo- 
ple seem.to have @ fad for markets, but 
it bas never been one of my failings. 
When you come to Tangier you will be 
called upon first of alj to tdckle the odors 
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of the Moorish market and if you do not 
regret it no other evidence will be neces- 
sary to prove that the days of your child- 
hood were spent somewhere in the imme- 
diate vicinity of a glue factory. I went 
through the ordeal bravely enough under 
the kindly guidance of Mohammed Ham- 
duchis, but I could find but little to inter- 
est me. In the fish market there were 
thousands of small sardines recently 
caught, each apparently endeavoring to 
out-do his fellows in contributing to the 
total of that fishy smell that goes for 
towandi driving men to drink; in other 
sections there were a few questionable 
looking meats; in still others, superlative- 
ly dirty Moors were presiding over vege- 
table stalls where fresh and nice look- 
ing potatoes, peppers, tomatoes, radisnes 
and onions were to be found in large 
abundance. To a person with the market 
habit these things might have proved in- 
teresting; I made my escape at the ear- 
liest possible moment. 

Out into the air by way of the frult 
market—a series of small booths out of 
doors where grapes and plums were plen- 
tiful, with apples in smaller quantities. 
Out to the Bab-al-Sok entrance to the 
common where the camel caravans congre- 
gate and the Turkey boys make howls to 
heaven. 


Donkeys by the Hundred. 

We had business with the donkeys. 
They were nearly an hundred of these— 
most of them tiny little tburros—and by 
actual count there must have been three 
hundred fakirs engaged in the pleasant 
pastime of howling at you at the top of 
his voice until you took a donkey, then 
howling on, whether at the donkey, the 
crowd or at you was uncertain. Each 
donkey had a broad, packlike saddle of 
straw on his back, a saddie almost as 
large as himself, and upon this you are 
expected to digsport yourself as gracefully 
as you can. You will remember these 
donkeys—I am positive some of them were 
the same ones—in the streets of Cairo at 
the Chicago and Atlanta expositions, 

When everybody had taken a donkey 
who could be.persuaded to do 80, a start 
was made for a tour of the town, ihe 
particular objective points being the 
(Moorish prison and the governor’s harem. 
Some day you shall have a picture of 
that procession as it moved off with Sena- 
tor Bacon astride a tiny burro at its head. 
I have it safely caught on one of my cam- 
era films, but have been unable as yet to 
have it developed. I assure you it is a 
picture worth’ having. 

By this time We were surrounded by 
hordes of the fakirs who make up the 
population of this city of something like 
45,000 souls, Souls? I wonder if these peo- 
ple really have them? Perhaps. I'll give 
them the benefits of the doubt, so the ex- 
pression goes. The news of our presence 
had evidently spread rapidly and people 
came pouring in upon us in perfect droves.

Oczing from the 
bottom of that well was a thick, nasty 
locking tlime about the color and con- 
sistency of a pool a few inches deep in 
which a good, husky American hog has 
been taking his semi-annual bath. The 
simile isn’t a particularly pretty one, but 
I am perfectly certain there would be less 
danger to the human system to drink the 
water from what the farmers call a “hog 
willow’ than there would be in drinking 
the stuff which these people were scoop- 
ing vp in a bucket tiled to the end of a 
rope, and which is bought and drunk here.

To Assist Judge Advocate. 


Edgar May, a clerk in the office of 
the judge advocate general, has been 
detailed to assist Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Lemly in the preparation and hand- 
ling of papers before the court. Al- 
though not an assistant to Judge Advo- 
cate General Lemly in a technical sense, 
he will actually act {in that capacity in 
the handling of the official papers re- 
quired by the judge advocate in the 
formal presentation of his case. 

It is regarded as extremely probable 
that an assistant attorney general will 
be assigned to assist Judge Advocate 
Lemly in looking after the interests of 
the navy department before the court. 
The names of the several officers of 
the department of justice have been con- 
sidered in this connection, but so far 
no final selection has been made. Cap- 
tain Lemly has expressed his willingness 
to conduct the case without assistance, 
but the offictals of the navy depart- 
ment have practically concluded that he 
should have the assistance and coopera- 
tion of an officer of the department of 
justice learned in the intricacies of legal 
practice. 

It. is stated here on authority that 
Messrs. Wilson, Rayner and Parker con- 
stitute all the legal aid to be employed 
by Rear Admiral Schley in the approach- 
ing court of inquiry.

STEEL COMBINE 
MAKING CANS 


Enough Men Secured To Open 
Two More Mills 


NON-UNION MEN WANTED 


Workmen Affiliated with Labor Or- 
ganizations Will Not Be Em- 
ployed—Strikers Still Claim 
To Be Confident—More 

Talk of Peace. | 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 28.—The steel 
corporation continued making gains in 
this district and today added enough men 
to its force at the Star mill to insure the 
working of two mills, double turn night 
and dav, from now on. The manage- 
ment claims that the-entire plant will 
be on full before the week ends. The 
strikers say this claim cannot be made 
good and is being made merely as a bluff. 

In pursuance of its announced plan to 
run all of its plants absolutely non-union, 
the American Tin Plate Company today 
commenced advertising for non-union 
men to go to work. All applicants are 
offered the highest wages and perma- 
nent jobs, but in every case the applica- 
tions must be made personally and the 
applicant declare himself free from all 
union control. The company has not as 
yet made the attempt to start either its 
Monongahela or Demmler plants, but 
announce that both will be started soon. 

When asked today what he thought of 
the tin plate company’s avowed inten- 
tlon of breaking away from the union 
entirely, President Shaffer, of the Amal- 
gamated asociation, said: 

“Where will they get the men to run 
their plants? If we thought the men 
could be secured the threat might fright- 
en us. U'ntil we are assured that these 
are forthcoming, we will keep our 
nerve.”’ 

The latest official declaration from 
steel sources is that the strike can now 
be settled only by the men going back 
to the mills. The position the o*ficials 
take, it is said, is that the strike is over, 
so far as their dealings with the strikers 
as a body is concerned. They want work- 
men for their idle mills and men who 
want work can have it for the asking 
at wages paid before the shut down. 
They may be union men or not, but the 
union can have no say as to their work 
Or wages. 

Plan of Settlement Proposed. 

Notwithstanding the -position taken by 
the steel corporation, as to a settlement, 
another arbitration scheme was launched 
this evening by Simon Burns, president 
of the Window Glass Workers’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Burns proposes an arbitration 
committee selected from among such men 
as Archbishop Ireland, Bishop Potter, 
Seth Léiw, and others of like 
prominenc®& “who,” after” having the 
entire matter explained to them by both 
sides of the controversy, shall have ab- 
solute authority to settle upon terms of 
settlement. Their decision is to be final 
and accepted by both parties. 

Mr. Burns says he has President Shaf- 
fer’'s sanction for the move and ‘if the 
corporation will agree to the plan, the 
strike will be declared off at once. None 
of the steel people here will discuss the 
matter in any way. 

Following is Burns’ plan in detall: 

Simon Burns, general master workman 
of the Knights of Labor, and presidert 
of the Window Glass Workers’ Asso- 
ciation, has sent an open letter to Charles 
M. Schwab and to President Shaffer. 
President Shaffer says he is satisfied to 
submit to the arrangement proposed by 
Mr. Burns, so it only remains for Mr. 
Schwab to concur. If he does it may re- 
sult in the immediate termination of the 
great strike, Mr. Burns’ letter is in part 
as follows: 

“The first and most tmportant matter 
is to get both sides to sign an agreement 
to arbitrate; then the resumption of the 
plants and the selection of the arbitra- 
tors.”’ 

Mr. Burns’ plan of arbitration includes 
the following points: 

President Shaffer and President Schwab 
to sign an agreement to arbitrate and the 
decision’ of a majority of a board of ar- 
bitration to be final and binding. 

Immediately upon both sides agreeing 
to arbitrate President Shaffer shall call 
off the strike and order all men to re- 
turn to work; that they must all accept 
the decision rendered. 


To Take Men Back. 


All workers who ceased work on order 


of President Shaffer or the officials of the | 


organization shall be allowed to return to 
work in their respective places and with- 
Out prejudice or discrimination. 

The arbitration board shall consist of 
three members, each party to select one, 
the third to be selected by the two 
named. 

“That each side 
nounce the name of the man selected 
within twenty-four hours after signing 
the agreement; that the board shall or- 
ganize within five days thereafter and 
render a decision in writing signed by at 
least two members within at least fifteen 
days.” 

All testimony shall be taken under oath 
and the board shall have authority to 
call for persons and papers. 

Mr. Burns suggests that President 
Shaffer request and accept Bishop Pot- 
ter as arbitrator and President Schwab 
select Seth Low, of New York, or Arch- 
bishop Ireland, which three gentlemen 
have signified a willingness to serve. 

In answer to the above communication 
President Shaffer wrote Mr. Burns as fol- 
lows: 

“IT hereby express the opinion that vou 
have certainly prepared a careful and 
conservative method of settlement, which, 
if acceded to by both sides in the dis- 
pute, would honorably terminate the 
troubles between us and the United 
States Steel Corporation. I am perfectly 
satisfied with your arrangement and am 
willing ee do what you can to 

ocure its adoption.” 

Our. Shaffer said tonight that the strike 
in spite of the claims of the other side 
to the controversy, is proceeding satis- 
factorily and his association is *naking 
such inroads upon the corporation’s busie 
ness that it will be compelled sooner or 
later to come to terms. His men, he 
says, are firm all along the line and 
will stand for their rights to the end. 
He says the few mills that have been 
started are doing but little effective 
work. The fact that the corporation is 
adding to its force daily does not worry 
the president, because he believes them 
to be either unskilled or poor workmen, 
who will b a drawback rather than a 
help to their employers. 

The. steel people have nothing to say, 
but point to the mills at work and the 
product turned out. Actions, they say, 
speak louder than words.

WAGES 


Bulletin Soon To Be Issued by Agri- 
cultural Department. 
Washington, August 28.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture is preparing to issue 
at an early day a bulletin concerning the 
wages of farm labor in the United States 
from 1866 to 1899. The statement shows 
that in the cquntry at large wages per 
month, by the vear or season, both with 
board and without board, had their max- 
imum in 1866 and their minimum in 1879. 
For wages per month without board, 
Marvland, Alabama, Mississippi, JTouis- 
jlana. Arkansas, Iowa and California had 
highest wages in 186, South Carolina and 
Oregon in 1875, Texas in 1882, Virginia in 
1888. In Florida the rate of 1866 was 
reached in 1888 and the culmination was 
in 18%. The minimum for Alabama, Texas 
and Ohio was in 1894; for South Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Loulsiana, Arkansas, 
Michigan, Colorado, Oregan and Califor- 
nia in 189. Wages per month by the year 
or season, with board, surpassed those of 
1866 in Maine of 189%. The culmination in 
Vermont, New Jersey, Alabama, Arkansas 
and Georgia was in 1869; South Carolina 
and Oregon, 1876; Louisiana and Texas, 
1882: North Carolina, 1888; Florida, 1890; 

Iowa, 1893. 

Wages per day for ordinary farm labor, 
with board, were at a maximum in South 
Carolina in 1875. They were at a mini- 
mum in Arkangas, Tennessee (same in 
1895) in 1894; in Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, Kentucky (same as 
1875) in 189. Both without board and with 
board. in the country as a whole, the 
vear 1893 shows higher rates than any 
preceding_year reported since 1875.

UNION CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


Number of Strikers Estimated at

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The End of the Turk. 


The departure of M. Constans from 
Constantinople and the confession of 
the sultan that he is unable to main- 
tain the obligations due by one goy- 
ernment to another revives an old 
question: “After the Turk, what?” 

Ever since the peace of 1815 the 
Turk has been maintained in Europe 
by the consent of the nations. The 
Christianity of the world has protest- 
ed against the presence of the Turk 
in Europe. It has been regarded as 
an outrage that the metropolis of the 
eastern empire should have fallen into 
such hands. Even when maintained 
upon his throne by the swords of 
Christian Europe, the sultan has per- 
mitted the massacres of Bulgaria 
which shocked the world. So far ag 
Christian sentiment is concerned, 
there has not been a day during the 
past half century when the Turk could 
nof have been run into the Hellespont. 
But two obstacles stood in the way, 
grossly material and yet sufficient to 
protect the stronghold of Islamism. 

The first and most serious obstacle 
has been the balance of power. The 
safety of Europe, as long as it is con- 
trolled by rival monarchies, lies in the 
maintenance of a certain number of 
powerful governments, each one a 
check upon the other. There is the 
western European idea, as represented 
by England and France, as against the 
eastern, as represented by Russia. For 
years Austria stood as the buffer pow- 
er between west and east on the one 
hand and between both together and 
Turkey upon the other. England and 
France were the great commercial na- 
tions of the world, and the greatest 
scene of their activity was among the 
Moslem peoples. Thus they became 


— = 


interested for commercial as well as | 
‘ political reasons in the maintenance of 


the Turkish empire. The growth of 
the Russian empire came as a menace 
to both these interests. Using the 
cloak that Constantinople had been 
the head of the eastern church. it was 
easy for the Russian government to 
carry on a holy crusade for the redemp> 
tion of St. Sophia. If the Russian 
government had been solely concern- 
ed about the religious freedom of Con- 
stantinople, then the Christian govern- 
ments might have reached an agree- 
ment as to a change, still maintaining 
an independent Turkey, but making its 
government Christian instead of Mo- 
hammedan. The Greek revolution re- 
sulted in the reestablishment of the 
old kingdom. The war of the Crimea, 
participated in by England and France, 
checked Russian aggression for a sea- 
son, but again it broke out, resulting 
in the breaking away from Turkey of 
Servia, Roumaniag and other Balkan 
states. The empire of the prophet was 
falling to pieces, Russia was persist- 
ently aggressive, and it has taken all 


the diplomacy of the western nations 


to maintain the status quo. 

_ Now another stage has been reached. 
Russia is militant as ever. Germany 
has. displaced Austria, complicating 
the old understanding. By the isola- 
tion of England, France, left without 
an ally, has been forced to make terms 
with Russia. The wmaterial interests 
of England and Germany are hostile. 
The Gladstones, Bismarcks, Andras- 
sys, Napoleons and Gortschakoffs are 
dead. Are their successors, as yet un- 
tried, capable of meeting the problem 
imposed upon them? 

There can be no doubt that the end 
of the Turk is imminent. There are 
but three courses open to the diplo- 
macy of Europe: 

1. Allow Russia to seize the empire. 

2. Extend the authority of Greece 
over the Turkish empire, thus main- 
taining the present balance; or, 

® €eneral European war, the result 
of which no man can foresee. 

The situation is grave indeed, and 
the coming conflict is but a matter of 
time. 
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Developing Southern Coal. 

The decision of the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company to use southern mined 
coal hereafter on its northbound voy- 
ages is as satisfactory as it is sur- 
prising. That for so long a time these 
steamers should have coaled in New 
York to the neglect of our own im- 
mense coal beds is but in line with 
our neglect of our own resources in 
other avenues. In seeking to remedy 
this condition Chairman Hanson and 
President Egan have shown that they 
are alive to the requirements of the 
day. 

This movement will be made more 
extensive than appears upon the sur- 
face. The successful use of southern 
coal by the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany will lead to its similar use by 
other vessels touching at or leaving 
southern ports from Charleston around 
to Pensacola and Mobile. At the same 
time the freightage of the Central rail- 
road system and connecting lines will 


4 be so largely increased as to show up | 


‘ 
in the year’s returns. While Chair- 
man Hanson speaks of the venture és 
an experiment, he does so as a matter 
of caution, because he would never 
be led into it unless his faith had been 
strengthened. 

The development of our natural re- 
sources must follow swiftly after the 
intelligent investment of capital in en- 
terprise. When we furnish the timber 
the coal and the iron, we will be led 
into the manufacture of all articles 
therefrom at home. Enterprising rail- 
roads can carry the mountains to the 
sea and the ships awaiting can spread 
them over the world. The Central 
railroad people are doing a great work 
in interesting our people in the sources 
of wealth by which they are sur- 
rounded.

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The Man in the Glass House. 

The New York Evening Post has 
found time to assail the record of Mr. 
John Barrett, who has undertaken the 
task of exploiting the “Far East.” The 
Post makes known its opinion in the 
following lines: 

John Barrett has et hast got an office, 
and thus saved the administration from 
the reproach of being ungrateful to a man 
who had eaten his own words in its ser- 
vice with the graceful abandon of an- 
client pistol. Mr, Barrett, it will be re- 
membered. as ex-minister of the United 
States in Siam, had eot into friendly rela- 
tions with the Filipinos, for whose char- 
acter and capacity he repeatedly express- 
ed the highest admiration. Shortly before 
the clash at Manila, he came out in a sol- 
emn werning to our government. It was 
pursuing a dangerous course in the Phil- 
ippines. The American authorities in the 
archipelago did not understand the na- 
tives, and were walking straight toward 
a collision of which it would take a hun- 
dred years to efface the bitter memories, 
ond so on. But the Hon. John Barrett 
tcok all this back promptly, and went 
stumping and magazining for McKinley 
with the greatest enthusiasm. His 
“friends’’ at once began mentioning him 
for various offices, from minister down to 
consul, but he has had to serve by stand- 
ig and waiting until now. Finally, the 
administration has recognized him as a 
brother fashioned ‘“‘holler’’-for word- 
swallowing, and has appointed him coim- 
missioner general for Asia and Austr4ilia 
in behalf of the St. Louis exposition of 
105, Thus does the office seek the man. 

It is not likely that this attack will 
appeal to the serious part of Mr. Bar- 
rett. Whatever may be said of him, 
he is a man of infinite humor, and as 
such will treat The Post’s criticism 
as a joke adeptly covered. 

But while Mr. Barrett may be light- 
hearted there can be no doubt about 
the seriousness of The Post. It 
charges that, .n brief, Mr. Barrett had 
opinions and changed them. The nat- 
ural inference is that he changed them 
for a consideration, and, if so, he is 
guilty of politica] tergiversation. If 
Mr. Barrett really believed in the high 
qualifications of the Filipinos, he 
should have stood by his guns to the 
end.

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It Is Hell, for a Fact. 

An Indiana Bible conference has 
given serious thought to the verity of 
hell, whether it is a place, a condition 
or a delusion. 

It is stated that the debate was as 
intense as the subject; that every one 
had something to say, and it is need- 
less to say there was unanimity in the 
conviction that there was an abun- 
dance of work for such a place. It 
was a great want and the filling of it 
would not be inconsistent with reason- 
able ideas of justice. Then the vote 
on the main question was taken and 
the plain old doctrine was indorsed. 

As a fitting afterpiece to this deci- 
sion, the evening service was devoted 
to the “‘cuckoo” preacher. The cuckoo 
is the man who has to consult the 
congregation in general and certain 
pews in particular. He will not de- 
nounce certain sins for fear of giving 
offense to some relative, and in some 
cases he will avoid the discussion of 
sin altogether by devoting his remarks 
to celestial floriculture. Such a preach- 
er is very pleasing, but not effective. 
Taking this view of the cuckoo, the 
conference resolved that the fear of 
God was as necessary as love; that 
when the latter became lukewarm the 
former could be appealed to aS an ex- 
citant. 

Altogether the conference leaned to 
the theory that the virtues should not 
be mere hobbies of any man, but that 
he should be an _ exemplification of 
them.

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Labor North and South. 

The reading of a recent utterance of 
Frank Leslie’s Weekly concerning the 
labor strikers prompts some strange 
suggestions. “These are the facts,” 
says The Weekly, upon which it pro- 
ceeds: 


Here we have in the north the labor 
organizations growing more powerful all 
the time. and raismg their demands in 
hours and wages. They have demonstrat- 
ed the strength of a giant in their deal- 
ings with ‘that other giant, capital. They 
have been-able by a word to close enter- 
prises whose daily operations amount to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


This is presumably ‘‘the 
Now for the contrast: 


At the same time in the south, where 
negro labor ts not only unorganized, but 
where organization is practically impossi- 
ble, the mills have been going on turning 
out products that came in direct com- 
petition with the northern mills which 
the union men have stopped from work. 
There is in this contrast something for 
sober thought for both capital and labor. 
Each must recognize the rising in the 
south of a tremendous competitor, which 
is making money, while they of the north 
are losing millions by their differences. 

Here we have the enemy to “the na- 
tion’’ unmasked. It has neither. place 
nor right, but is evidently an intruder. 
The danger of its existence is empha- 
sized: 

It means much to the northern laboring 
ing man, much to those whom he is bound 
to protect, and much to the communities 
of which he is a member. Cheap labor 
from the Far East is a remote contin- 
gency which has little relation to the pres- 
ent. Cheap labor in the far south is a 
fact working day and night. Let the north 
lose the steel business to this competitor 
and it will never get it back. Mark that, 
workingmen! Heed that, capitalists! 

Cheap labor from the Far East 
called for the Chinese exclusion act. 
Is cheap labor from the ,“far south” 
to meet with a like exclusion? 


TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


The continued assumacy of superiority 
north of the Ohio and the ascribing of all 
prosperity to politics. rather than to 
providence has nettled The Charlotte Ob- 
server. It quotes from an Ohio paper: 

“This is not to be a campaign of edu- 
cation, but one of enlightened self-in- 
terest. The republican party has given 
the people prosperity. The election in 
Ohio will either prolong or shorten pros- 
perity. A republican defeat in Ohio, the 
president’s own state, or the loss of a 
United States senator, would have a ten- 
dency to destroy business confidence. The 
main thing is to arouse the people to the 
fact that they must vote this fall. A 
democratic victory in Ohio is a challenge 
to prosperity to halt.’’ 

The Observer says that this sort of 
talk is getting ‘‘to be about as threadbare 
and distasteful to thoughtful people as 
the argument of ‘negro domination’ by 
the democrats of the south. But the time 
is coming when voters in the north will 
realize that a vote against the republican 
party does not necessarily mean com- 
mercial disaster, just as those in the 
south are fast becoming convinced that 
to Tail to follow in their devious wind- 
ings the democratic leaders is not an in- 
vitation to the negro to ‘dominate’ the 
.white man and thereby overthrow ‘white 
supremacy.’ 

“This country has been standing long 
enough and has advanced sutticiently in 
the work of civilizing its citizens to make 
the two arguments above referred to an 
insult to the intelligent voter. It is, in 
fact, surprising that, at a time when 
there is so much room for intelligent 
discussion on the many public questions 
of the day, resort should be,had to such 
arguments. But, strange as it appears 
when one comes to think of it, we have 
the spectacle of an enlightened Ameri- 
can citizen in Ohio being told that he 
shall vote the republican ticket or take 
the consequences of a financial panic, 
while in the south the citizen has the 
threat of negro rule held over his head 
like the sword of Damocles. These old 
arguments, in the face of the fact that 
commercial prosperity is not altogether 
a political attainment and that the south 
has disfranchised the negro, are about on 
a par with the assertion that with the 
ratification of the treaty with Spain all 
Americans would become gerfs. : 

‘‘The republican who uses the pros 
argument is as bad as the demborat whe 
cries ‘nigger,’ and both deserve the con- 
tempt of intelligent citizens.’’

(From The Jacksonville Times-Union.) 
A local case now in our courts brings to 

mind some evidencés that, for an enlight- 
ened people, America has been the moth- 
er of superstitions not unworthy of Cen- 
tral Africa. Mental science is founded on 
some basis of scientific fact; the in- 
fluence of will on matter is amply demon- 
strated, but whether another will can sv 
operate through the postoffice as to pro- 
duce definite and valuable results is a 
matter for legal investigation. The power 
of a strong will can keep life in an ex- 
hausted body, but can the will of another 
prove effectual on thousands of bdédies at 
indefinite distances and sustain those 
effects without the knowledge of the per- 
son paid, who certainly cannot be sup- 
posed to exert such forces uncon- 
sciously? 

In Nebraska there was- until lately, if 
not now, a sect which blinded its mem- 
bers in obedience to a perverted under- 
standing of a text, reasoning that if it 
was meritorious to enter heaven with 
one eye it must be better to find the way 
with none. In Mexico arose a sect which 
crucified its pemitents by way of follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Christ; in Missouri 
the angel worshipers kissed indiscrimi- 
nately, and in Kansas all wore red masks 
that the lust of the eye might not in- 
fluence the performance. The Knee-Bend- 
ers go about half bent in reverence to an 
ever-present creator; In lowa and Ken- 
tucky the Brothers of Silence never 
speak, and work continually. In St. Louis 
and some other cities, women have an 
order which prescribes living; in the at- 
mosphere of death; rooms are furnished 
in black, and against such backgrounds 
are woven skulls and cross-bones and 
grinning skeletons. In Indiana the 
‘Heavenly Recruits,’’ under Mrs. Wood- 
worth, were suppressed by the au- 
thorities because the members were 
physically and mentally demoral- 
ized. In Tennessee a man named 
Brown lately represented himself 
Christ, and was worshiped by a set of 
devotees. Illinois found a female Christ 
in Mrs. Dora Beekman, and she left 
George Schweinfurth as her successor. In 
Georgia and South Carolina some years 
ago the ‘‘Wilderness Worshipers’’ follow- 
ed two men as Christ and Solomon, and 
only a few months ago a woman in Buf- 
falo was punished for trying to heal a 
case of gangrene by following the direc- 
tion found in a book of ‘‘White and Black 
Art for Man and Beast.” 

Let us not boast ourselves on our free- 
dom from all the ills of ignorant and 
savage life. We are far behind what we 
should be in this age in matters of the 
mind as well as in such gross and ma- 
terial things as lynching.

Our cotton manufacturers, who have 80 
insignificant a trade in Latin America, 
and are so depressed about the condition 
of their industry, might well consider the 
comfortable results of the enterprise of 
some of their fellow citizens, as applied 
in other countries. ‘‘In 1897 our exports 
to Germany amounted to $97,897,000, and 
in 1990 they had increased to $187,370,000, 
or over 92 per cent. In 189% we sent to 
Holland goods to the amount of $39,000,000, 
while last year the Dutch took from us 
$89,300,000 worth, an increase in four 
vears of 130 per cent. France’s importa- 
tion of American goods ran up from $47,- 
000.000 in 1896 to $83,300,000 in 1900, an tIn- 
crease of 78 per cent, while Belgium, 
which took only $27,000,000 worth of our 
exports in 1896, bought $43,300,000 worth 
last year. Our exports to those countries 
last year amounted to $408,300,000, nearly 
100 per cent more than we sold them four 
years ago, and the increase is still going 
on.””

(From The New Orleans Times-Democrat.) 
There can be no question but that the negro 

inbor imported tnto that section has hastened 
‘ts development and brought it to the high 
state of prosperity it now enjoys. We are not 
disposed, however. to accept the old Acctrine, 
‘that the white man cannot work in the cotton 
fields in the summer time.’’ This theory, much 
taught in ante-bellum times, has had to yield 
to facts. The planters of old believed it, and 
used negro in preference to white labor; but 
it was not forgotten even then that the Loutsi- 
ana river parishes had been originally culti- 
vated by white ‘abor, which was ousted in 
slavery days to make way for negroes. Con- 
ditions have been greatly changed since then 
and the tendency is now all in the other direc- 
tion. Texas, which is more tropical than Mis- 
sissippi, has disproved the old story that the 
white man cannot work in the cotton fields in 
summer; and the white labor of Texas raises 
twice as much cotton as the negro labor of 
Mississippi. And, if The Times takes the view 
that the alluvial lands of the Mississippi are | 


better adapte! to negroes than to whites, it 
need but notice southern Lovisiana, on whote 
alluvial lands the whites ere rapidly dispos- 
sessing the negroes and are today in a majority 
in most of the parishes, reising all the rice 
crop and a large part of the sugarcane crop, 
the cultivation of which was deemed of old 
tultable only for negroes. 

On the other hand, the condition of affairs fn 
Yazoo delta is such, of course, as to make 
r.egro labor the, most available. It is close at 
hand, it understands the country and the crops 
grown, and it is eminently adapted to the 
methods of cultivation in vogue in the delta 
by means of large plantations. The whites of 
the delta have succeded in controlling the large 
negro majority of that section, particularly In 
the matter of labor, and, Indeed, in all ways: 
but this control is always difficult and trouble- 
some, and we believe it will grow more so in 
time. 

What The Times-Democrat sought to point 
out was that any section of the south in which 
the whites predominate willl, In the end, become 
the more progressive, wealthy an.1 prosperous, 
even if its soil is less fertile; and that for 
this reason it will not do to follow the ante- 
bellum idea of depending wholly or too ex- 
clusively on negro labor, but white immigration 
should be invited, which will in time benefit 


the community where it settles

This, with the fact that 
the farmers of this section are in good 
financial condition, presents a cheering 
aspect.”’

REACHES LIMIT OF THE LAW 


New Figure Named Yesterday 
by Governor and Comp- 
troller. General, 


DEFICIT OF $156,000 
1S SHOWN BY FIGURES 


Caused by Extra Appropriations 
Made by Last Legislature with 
No Provisions for Them. 
Governor Speaks San- 
guinely of Outlook, 


The new tax rate for the state of Geor- 
gia for 1901 was fixed at $5.44 on the $1,000 
by Governor Candler and Comptroller 
General Wright yesterday. 

This result of the conference between 
the governor and comptroller general was 
the adoption of the highest limit of taxa- 
tion authorized by the appropriation act 
of the last general] assembly. 

The new tax rate is 24 cents on the 
$1,000 higher than that of last year. The 
tax rate for 1900 was $5.20 on the $1,000, 
and for 1899 it was $5.36 on the $1,000. 

There is this year an increase of eap- 
proximately $22,000,000 in the state’s tax- 
able property values. Based upon this 
estimate, the aggregate valuation of 
Georgia's taxable property will be about 
$404,848,946, including real estate, corpora- 
tion property and personal property sub- 
ject to taxation. 

The amount that will find its way to the 
treasury through the medium of the new 
$5.44 tax rate will be $2,202,378.26, minus 7 
per cent for collection fees, errors and 
sundry expenses, which will give the state 
in reality $2,048,211.80. 

From special taxes the amount to be re- 
ceived is $275,007.12. The amount from pol] 
taxes will be about $225,000 and from the 
rental of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
way $400,000 will accrue. 

Including professional taxes and others 
from minor sources, the state’s income 
for the twelve months will be $3,566,494. 
The aggregate expenditures of the state 
in 192, if all payments are made when 
due, will be $3,922,494. This statement is 
based on the provision that no further 
loans are made. . 

From these tigures it will be seen that 
a deficit of $356,000 is staring the state in 
the face, 


Order Fixing the Tax Rate. 


Following is a copy of the order issued 
by Comptroller General Wright and 
signed by Governor Candler: 

Executive department, Atlanta, Ga., 
August 2, 191.—Pursuant to section l 
of the tax act of the general assembly, 
approved December 21, 1900, which re- 
quires the governor, with the assist- 
ance of the comptroller general, to 
levy a percentage on the taxable prop- 
erty of this state sufficient to meet the 
requirements thereof, not to exceed a 
certain per cent named therein, and 

, after approximating as nearly as prac- 
ticable the amount of all taxable prop- 
erty in this state, as shown by the 
digests and other returns. It is 

rdered, That 3 1-10 mills be assess- 

ed and collected upon the amounts of 
the taxable property returned by or 
assessed against each taxpayer, and 
upon the value of all property in the 
State subject to taxation ad valorem, 
for general purposes, and in addition 
to the 3 1-10 mills, an extra per cent of 
2 1-10 mills be assessed and collected 
(in conformity with said act, providing 
for the support of the common schools) 
upon the amount of taxable property 
returned by, or assessed against, 
each taxpayer, and upon the value 
of all property in the state, subject to 
taxation ad valorem. It is further 

Ordered, That in addition to the 3 
1-10 mills and the 2 1-10 mills above 
ordered, and extra per cent of 24-100 
of 1 mill be assessed and collected for 
a sinking fund, in conformity with the 
act approved December 19, 1900, to re- 
tire maturing bonds of the state upon 
the amount of the taxable property re- 
turned by or assessed against each 
taxpayer, and upon the value of all 
property in the state subject to taxa- 
tion ad valorem. The whole state tax 
hereby levied making 5 44-100 mills for 
all purposes for the year 1901.

Cause of the Deficiency. 


The financial deficiency in the state's 
affairs was precipitated by the extra ap- 
propriations made by the last general as- 
sembly, This body authorized channels 
of disbursement for sums in excess the 
amount in the state treasurer’s hands 
and exceeding the total amount the treas- 
ury will receive from the collection this 
fall of taxes. 

In actual figures, the general assembly 
appropriated last year $156,000 more than 
the state’s income from taxation. The 
recent loan of $200,000 effected by the gov- 
ernor to meet currént expenses makes the 
total deficit of $356,000. 

Governor Candler takes a sanguine view 
of the situation. With the credit of the 
state at the highest standard, he said, 
and with property v&lues constantly in- 
creasing, the present condition, rather 
than presenting an alarming aspect, is 
highl satisfactory. 

‘When the legislature meets this fall,”’ 
said the governor, ‘“‘provision may easily 
be made for this shortage by decreasing 
existing appropriations wherever’ the 
finance committee may deem it. wise and 
expedient.’”’ 

rther, Governor Candler said if neces- 
sity demands it, he can again borrow §$200,- 
000 to take up the present debt of that 
amount ineurred several months ago. The 
legislature will then have a deficit of 
Only $156,000 for which to provide. 

Governor Candler said he probably will 
make no recommendation to the general 
assembly in the ‘matter further than to 
point out thg existence of the shortage.

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BLOODY FIGHT IN PRISON 


Several Prisoners in a Riot at the 
Police Barracks. 


IT CAUSED MUCH EXCITEMENT 


Officers Rushed Into the Corridors 
and Found Half a Dozen Men 
Fighting Like Wild Beasts.

“Fight in prison!” 

The rather strange cry rang through 
the police barracks last night about 9§ 
o’clock, and immediately there were of- 
ficers racing to get back into the cells. 

Police Commissioners Jones and John- 
son, the chief of police, all the call of- 
ficers, the station sergeant, the turnkey 
and a few ‘“‘extras’’ who chanced to be 
present joined in the run back among 
the cells to stop what turned out to be a 
very. bloody battle behind the bars. 

Wagon yard officers chanced to look 
through a prison window about 9 o'clock 
and they saw four or five prisoners in 
one of the corridors fighting Iiko a set of 
imps of the Inferno. 

When the squad of police and police 
officials reached the prison they saw two 
men lying upon the stone floor, while 
three or four others were still punching 
one another in the face. 

What made the fight so bloody was 
the fact that each infuriated and half- 
drunken negro could easily at every well- 
aimed blow send his adversary hard 
against the sides of the steel cages. 
Every blow of this kind meant a bruise 
and more blood. 

The fight was just a general mix up, 
each man trying to ‘‘get at’’ any other 
man who came within his reach. The 
row started over the possession of a 
bunk in a cell. 

The officers quickly separated’ the 
fighters and locked the whole crowd up 
in the dungeons until they cooled down 
and promised to behave.

AISSEL TRIED 
~ BEDBUG POISO 


Chose Novel Method by Which 
To End His Life 


WENT ROWING AT LAKEWOOD 


While Out in the Boat He Drank a 
Bottle of Bedbug Poison and 
Laid Down To Die—Was 
Brought to the Grady 
Hospital. 


While rowing himself about over the 
lake at Lakewood in a small boat yes- 
terday evening, Gus Kissel, son of Henry 
Kissel, of No. 70% North Broad street, 
swallowed a portion of bedbug poison and 
was later found in a dying condition drift- 
ing around on the water. 

This strange and remarkable suicidal 
act, in a boat and with poison that is used 
to exterminate bedbugs, caused a sensa- 
tlon both at Lakewood and in the city, 
when Kissel’s limp and almost lifeless 
body was brought to a drug store and 
from there hurried to the Grady hospital. 
A physician, however, had already worked 
on the patient at Lakewood and did a 
great deal to counteract the effects of the 
poison. 

When the visitors at the lake saw in the 
gloaming a boat floating on the water and 
in it a man apparently dead, they crowd- 
ed to the shore and watched those who 
drew the boat to land and took the man 
out and laid him under the trees. 

In the bottom of the boat was a vial 
and a slip of paper that told about the 
queer sort of drug the would-be suicide 
had swallowed in order to leave the 
world. 

Not only did the strange drug make the 
case stand out as peculiar and remark- 
able, but the fact that the man had se- 
lected a boat ride upon a lake just as the 
twilight hour was deepening the day into 
the night gave the suicide a most unique 
aspect. 

No Motive for the Act. 

Gus Kissel is a young man about 25 
years of age, and a son of Henry Kissel, 
the well-known tailor who works for 
Jerry Lynch on’ Peachtree street. What 
could have induced him to try to kill 
himself and in such an unheard-of and 
remarkable manner, not even his most in- 
timate friends can explain. He has never 
been heard to say that he wanted to die 
by his own hand. 

It is believed, and the belief is based 
on only a mere surmise, that the young 
man was suffering from melancholia, but 
if a solution of the melancholia is sought 
for, then the riddle becomes as hard to 
read as before. 

Kissel must have gone to Lakewood in 
the afternoon. He was not accompanied 
by any one so far as could be ascertained 
last night. Before leaving the city, how- 
ever, he went to a drug store and pur- 
chased a bottle of be ibug killer, something 
that is put up for that express purpose, 
and all mankind is warned by a skull and 
crossbones that it won't do to drink, and 
that it must not be used except when bed- 
bues are to be slain. That bedbug killer 
contained, among other things, a solution 
of bichloride of mercury, a most deadly 
poison to man, beasts and bugs. 

Arriving at the lake Kissel rented a 
boat, apparently for a pleasant hour's 
ride upon the placid water. There was 
nothing about his conduct to cause a sus- 
picion that he had self-destruction lurk- 
ing in his soul or a bottle of deadly bed- 
bug poison hidden in his clothes. 

Swallowed Bedbug Poison. 

Out in the boat he uncorked the bottle 
and took a swallow of the poison, enough 
to have killed a man, let alone a thousand 
bedbugs or more. Then he must have 
dropped the bottle and wrapper in the 
bottom of the boat, let the oars slip from 
his hands and laid down to sleep a sleep 
of death. 

Somebody saw him asleep, and the story 
spread that a man was on the lake dead 
in a boat. His bark was towed ashore 
and measures were taken to restore him 
to life. 

His father was notified, and Dr. W. 
Monroe Smith was sent for. Dr. Smith 
worked heroically for two or three hours, 
and it is to his .efforts that Kissel will 
owe his life if he finally succeeds in es- 
caping the bedbug killer. 

Dr. Smith ascertained what poison Kis- 
sel had taken and he at once knew that 
he had the deadly bichloride of mercury 
to fight. 

About 10 o’clock last night Dr. Smith 
saw that he had done about all he could for 
Kissel and he had him brought to the city 
and taken to the hospital, where he could 
continue to be treated throughout the 
night. 

The last report from the young man was 
that he was holding his own and would 
probably not be launched into eternity 
by the same route that the adventurous 
bedbugs are forced to take.

It Is Proposed To Wage a Campaign 
Against Non-Union 
Miners. 


Earlington, Ky., August 28.—Members of 
the mine workefs’ union of Hopkins 
county have been congregated about and 
near Nortonville yesterday and today. In- 
formation from men who have been !n 
their camp puts the number seen at dif- 
ferent times from 150 to 300. The camp 
is In the woods near Nortonville. Most of 
these men are local people who, accord- 
ing to information received by the op- 
erators, have been ordered to go into 
camp, armed, and there await orders. 

A number of idle union miners, armed 
with guns, have been seen during the past 
twenty-four hours and pickets stationed 
on the highways near Nortonville warned 
travelers against going there after being 
Questioned about thelr business, 

Information is in the hands of the 
county officials that the local union dur- 
ing the past few days raised $1,000 and 
placed it in the hands of a representative 
with instruction to buy guns and ammu- 
nition to be shipped to Nortonville for use 
in a campaign against the non-union min- 
ers of Hopkins county. 

This condition of affairs is causing much 
apprehension. The operators express 
themselves as being able to take care of 
their interests. All mines fn the county 
are running regularly with full forces.

THOUSANDS SAW CONTEST 


Teams Met on Churchill Downs and 
Performed Their Evolutions 
with Army Officers for 
Judges—Work of Grand 
Encampment. 


Iouisville, Ky., Augtist 28.—(Special.)— 
This hag been a day of rest for the’south- 
ern commanderies, except the grand com- 
manderies, which have participated in the 
transaction of the templar business, and 
after the fatiguing tramp of 10 miles yes- 
terday through the streets of Louisville, 
the opportunity was welcomed. The day 
was given up to competitive drills at the 
jockey club, participated in by comman- 
deries of eastern and western states, and 
it was there that the commanderies of 
Georgia, Alabama and North Carolina 
spent the day. While none of the com- 
manderies have had formal receptions, 
it has been one continuous reception with 
them ever since they reached Louisville. 
The grand commandery of Georgia has 
dispensed southern hospitality at the Galt 
house, while the commanderies of Geor. 
gia, North Carolina and Alabama have 
kept open house at the respective head. 
quarters. Tonight the Knights are scat- 
tered at the various places of entertain- 
ment. 


Colorado Knights Win. 

Colorado commandery No. 1, of Denver, 
before an adnfiring throng of 18,000 people 
and under the critical eyes of a board of 
judges composed of three regular army 
officers and a _ representative of the 
Knights Templars, today captured first 
prize in the competition of drill teams 
from commanderies of the Knights. St. 
Bernard No. 35, the favorite with the 
majority of spectators, captured second 
place, while Golden Gate No. 16, of San 
Francisco, and Hanselman No. 16, of Cin- 
cinnati, came in for third and fourth 
prizes, respectively. California comman- 
dery No. 1 being the only mounted com- 
mand had no difficulty in capturing the 
trophy for the best appearance and drill 
on horseback. The other contestants 
were Columbia commandery No. 2. of 
Washington, D. C., and Allegheny No, 35, 
of Pittsburg. 

The drill was the feature of the day. In- 
terest was intensified by the fact that it 
was the first since 1883, when Louisviiie 
carried off first honors. The contest took 
place at Churchill Downs. Long before 
ll a. m. the steps leading to it were crowd- 
ed, a temporary stand built across the 
track was jammed full and thousands of 
people were in the field. It was a good- 
humored crowd, elthough the sun was hot 
enough to spoil some dispositions, and ap- 
plauded the good work and the breaks 
of the perspiring contestants alike, Fvery- 
body eacept the judges was in complete 
ignorance as to the winners until tonight, 
when the awards were inade known be- 
fore an immense throng in the horse show 
building. When H. B. Grant, chairman 
of the drill committee und author of the 
tactics under which the contest was ccn- 
ducted, opened the sedled enve:‘ope ccn- 
taining the verdict and annotnced that 
the men from Colorado had captured tne 
chief trophy the applause was deafening. 

Great Drill by Wolverines. 

Detroit commandery, No. 1, of Detroit, 
during the noon stop for luncheon and 
rest, gave an exhibition drill that was 
declared the equal, if not the superior, 
of any drill during the day. The Wolver- 
ines, however, were not entered in ihe 
contest, as a rule of the Knights in Michi- 
gan prohibits them: from drilling for 
prizes. The exhibition by the mounted 
commandery from California completed 
the programme at 4 p. m. 

At 8 p. m., in the horse show building, 
brillantly lighted and a magnificent spec- 
tacle with its rows upon rows of seats 
occupied by the uniformed Knights and 
their ladies, the programme leading up 
to the award of prizes was begun. There 
were instrumental music and exhibition 
drills by the commanderies which were 
awaiting the verdict of the board of 
judges. When this was read the com- 
manderies took positions according to 
their standing in the awards. A score of 
handsome Kentucky belles, acting as spon- 
sors, presented the prizes. This over, the 
contestants and their sponsors led a grand 
march, after which dancing began. 

The trophies were of silver and were as 
follows: 

First prize, 34 pieces, valued at $3,000. 

Second prize, 25 pieces, libation set, val- 
ued at $2,000. 

Third prize, 
$1,300. 

Fourth prize, 2 pleces (mounted), val- 
ued at $900. 

The prize for the mounted drill was a 
huge loving cup, valued at $600. 

The judges were: Captain A. 8, Flem- 
ing, artillery United States army; Lieu- 
tenant Fred De Funiak, Twenty-second 
infantry United States army; Captain 
Charfes Suret, artillery United States 
army, and Major C. 8. Amel, a Templar 
officer of Columbus, OMo. 


Grand Encampment Work. 


What is known as the independent mem. 
bership question precipitated a hot fight 
at the meeting of the grand encamp- 
ment. It ended in the encampment sus- 
taining the ruling of Grand Master Lloyd. 
Briefly, Sir Knight Lloyd holds that to be 
in good standing a Knight Templar must 
maintain this standing in both chapter 
and lodge. 

The jurisprudence committee also 
brought in a report sustaining the grand 
master in his proposition that a grand 
master cannot create a Knight Templar 
at sight. after the ancjent fashion of 
kings who knighted soldiers on the field 
of battle. This question has been a moot- 
ed one, as there hag always been an ele- 
ment favoring the granting of this privi- 
lege to the grand commander, who would 
thus be able to honor prominent men in 
the way universities and colleges confer 
degrees on distinguished persons. 

The encampmeng decided to put the as- 
sessment of Sir Knights back to 5 cents 
per capita a year. At the Pittsburg con- 
clave the rate was reduced to 3 cents, as 
the encampment had more money than it 
knew what to do with. Grand Recorder 
Mayo said tonight that there was still 
plenty of money on hand, and the adop- 
tion of the old rate had no significance.

New York, August 28.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices | point to 4 points 
higher and immediately following the call 
displayed strength on room covering, moderate 
cutside buying and absence of selling pressure. 
Liverpool, at one time 5 to 7 points lower, 
turned firm upon finding our market unsym- 
pathetic to weakness and gained much of the 
initial loss. But-by the time the foreigners 
decided to buy cotton local traders were turn- 
ing for profits, and during the next half hour 
the two markets were working in opposite di- 
rections. The decline here was 7.83 on Octo- 
ber and 7.86 on January. Once more Liver- 
pool tried to conform to our ruling but missed 
again, for covering developed on the break 
here and rallied the market 5 to 6 points, de- 
spite the fact that Liverpool closed easy at 
about the low figures of the day. The do- 
mestic influences were quite the same as here- 
tofore—bullish crop reports, weather advices, 
mill accounts and spot cotton trade. The near- 
ty holidays were not calculated to stimulate 
new business, and timid longs sold wherever 
opportunity offered, preferring to assume a 
neutral position during Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday. The south sold here in the afternoon, 
when the market had a turn for the worse, 
easing off to a lower level of the day. There 
were comparatively few supporting orders, and 
sentime:.t was inclined to favor a reaction on 
the idea that Liverpool would come lower 
tomorrow. Rumors that August notices were 
to be issued tomorrow in large numbers helped 
to weaken bull convictions. The market final- 
ly was steady with prices net 4 to 6 points 
lower.

New York, August 28.—Early cotton prices 
today showed an improvement of 4 to 6 points 
in the fact of a sharp break in the Liver- 
pool market when we opened. There was

Many expect 
to make no more than 50 per cent of last year’s 
crop. fome portions of South Carolina have 
rad rain almost incessantly since August | to 
date, with disastrous results for the crop. Oil 
mill interests have had thetr representatives 
survey the outlook In Texas, and their conclu- 
sions are that Texas will make 3,250,- 
000 bales. Many Texas fields are claimed to 
be dead and everywhere the crop is in an 
advanced stage of maturity. The early reports

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


(From The New York Stockholder). 

Chicago, August 24.—The whole western 
country has been more or less favored with 
rains east of the Missouri, but west of the 
river the c@Gntry is again getting dry and 
feels the need of copious rains, Pastures and 
meadows are beginning to show a little better 
condition and with the mild weather now pre- 
vailing ought to put them in shape soon to 
give considerable early fall feed, 

As to corn, we have had little change now 
in the situation either one way or the other 
for ten or fifteen days, and it is now generally 
accepted as a fact that the loss to the crop 
has not been overestimated in any sense of 
the word. The amount of merchantable corn 
which has been made this season looks now as 
if it would be so small that every bushel of 
it would be needed for home consumption, and 
in fact will hardly leave the territory where 
it is made, What corn is left, except in a 
very few favored localities, is now in the milk 
and dough and will not be out of the way of 
frost vefore the 25th of September or the [st 
of October. .,Corn at points of production Is 
selling for home consumption all the way from 
50 cents to 75 cents per bushel, and the 
amount in farmers’ hands never was as small 
as it is today.

“But vanitas ‘vanitatam,”’ some one 
may exclaim who hears that a sensibié 
woman is deliberately taking a course of 
treatment for her skin, It may be. van- 
ity, but it is justifiable, for it is the duty 
of all women to look their very Dest at 
all times and to make the best of the 
‘‘gifts of the gods."’ The woman who does 
not take the proper care of her eyes is 
destroying one of the phases of the “law 
of self-preservation.’’ If she neglects her 
hair she fails to appreciate the great 
trith there is in the old saying: ‘‘Cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness,’’ and if she neg- 
lects the proper care and preservation of 
her skin she is really failing in femininity. 
If she has a pretty skin her constant 
care should be to preserve it; if she 
hasn't one, then every effort must be 
made to acquire it. 

“What are the first. requisites of the 
‘care taking’ that a woman owes her 
complexion in September?” was asked an 
expert dermatologist recently. Her reply 
at once was: “The thorough cleansing 
of the skin, that vigorous treatment 
which assures strength and (firmness; 
then the process that removes all blem- 
ishes and finally faithful pursuit of the 
methods suggested for treatment. 

“The average woman is willing to take 
one or two treatments,’ she continued. 
“The cleansing process interests her, the 
massage is soothing and the application 
of lotions further pleases the senses, but 
a few treatments can not make a perfect 
complexion any more than the complex- 
ion when once acquired lasts unless con- 
tinually cared for and properly fed by 
the right application of the required lo- 
tions. 

“No two skins require the same kind 
of treatment, therefore,the dermatologist, 
like all other professionals, must well 
know her science as she otherwise may 
do untold harm instead of the desired 
good. The woman with the moist or 
porous skin must not have the treatment 
given the woman with the dry skin. The 
woman with a tendency to corpulency 
must have a different kind of massage to 
the one of lesser proportions, while tem- 
perament must even be considered when 
it comes to massage and face treat- 
ment. Unfortunately there are a great 
many women who mistake hard rubbing 
for massage and who rubbing their faces 
regularly may be increasing the very 
lines or blemishes with which they wish 
‘to do away. 

‘“‘Massage must be correctly practiced 
or it is igjurious, while the same thing 
may be said of steaming and other pro- 
cesses employed. 

“As a rule to thoroughly cleanse the 
skin,’’ it was further explained, “it is 
necessary to use a good stiff flesh brush 
and a reliable soap. This may be follow- 
ed by a steaming process, which can be 
satisfactorily administered by means of 
a Turkish towel saturated with as hot 
water as the patient can stand.’ Then 
the skin is in a.state where treatment 
may begin.

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DEATH OF A FAMOUS HORSE 


“Mac,” So Well Known in the Adhir 
Family, Is No More. 


BURIAL WORTHY HIS RECORD 


Never Known To Be Guilty ofa Mean 
or Viciéus Act—Stone To Mark 
His Grave. 


“‘Mac,”"’ the famous old Adair horse, is 
dead; and in view of his having been 
probably the oldest horse in the south in 
active service, his remarkable personal- 
ity, his human-like intelligence, and his 
many human ffiends, his death deserves 
more than passing notice. 

He was, in color, in the velvet-like 
softness of his coat and the absence of 
all “horse order,” unlike most other 
horses. Perhaps it was from long asso- 
clation with the late Colonel George 
Adair, between whom and ‘‘Mac” there 
was mutual confidence and affection, that 
he imbibed tn his horse nature the great 
common sense, fidelity to his friends and 
general cheerfulness, that made the good 
colonel loved among men. No one ever 
came in contact with “Mac” without 
loving him, and showing a respect which 
was an unconscious recognition of char- 
acter and dignity in this true gentleman 
horse, who, during his 30 years of life, 
was never known to fail in his duty, or 
be guilty of a mean or vicious act. 

Many years ago Colonel Adair attended 
an auction of horses on Alabama street, 
near the present Constitution building, 
and his keen eves noted in the drove one 
of remarkable muscular development 
and perfect symmetry of form, and with- 
out further knowledge of the horse he 
bid on and bought him. 

Looking into the history of his pur- 
chase he found him to be a cross between 
a Kentucky thoroughbred and an Indian 
pony, that he had been ridden from some 
point in Texas to Montgomery, Ala., had 
traveled over the United States with a 
circus, and later as the property of J. J. 
McCafferty, the racing man from whom 
Colonel Adair bought him, had gone the 
racing circuit, showing great speed as 
a “quarter horse,’ and winning good 
purses. 

For many years he has been a familiar 
figure on the streets of Atlanta, and set- 
tled men of fatily have often stopped 
to pet him and recall frolics when they 
were boys in West End. Colonel Adair’s 
pride in his front yard was well-known 
to his family and friends, and no animal 
was ever allowed to graze there except 
“Mac.” ‘He is my partner, and we are 
both getting old,” the: colonel would 
say, as he watched the old horse enjoy 
himeelf. 

When the first cotton exposition was 
held at Piedmont park the grounds were 
thrown open to the public on Sunday 
before the formal opening, and thousands 
of people went: out to inspect the build- 
ings, and incidentally to witness a horse 
race pulled off by some local horsenten 
and a few out-of-town owners of fast 
runners, In the grand stand was Colo- 
nel Adair, and down.by the race track, 
unknown to him, was. ‘Mac,”’ ridden by 
George Adair, Jr, then ‘a small boy in 
knee pants, 

Just how it happened was never quite 
clear, but when the horses started ‘‘Mac’’ 
was in the bunch neck and neck with a 
big racing mare who held a record for 
speed, until they reached the home 
stretch, when ‘Mac’ suddenly shot 
ahead of the other horses and came un- 
der the wire far in the lead. So fast 
had they gone that Colonel Adair did not 
recognize his own, but joined in the ap- 
plause for the plucky lHttle horse than 
woh. But when the victor was led back 
before the grand stand his enthusiasm 
changed to a look af dejeetion, as he ex- 
claimed, “Oh, Lordy! it’s ‘Mac’ and my 
baby boy.’ ae 

But little Georgeuwon the purse. 

Until the present Tonth ‘Mac’ has re- 
tained his strength and Vigor and was 
sound tn Wind and limb, and when weak- 
ness at last came over him, he passed 
away peacefully and gracefully as his 
good old friend had done, and at a beau- 
tiful spot on the Brown's mill road, in a 
grave fashioned like the graves of men, 
he was given decent and honorable 
burial, as he desérved: and over him a 
white stone will be. placed with’ this in- 


scription: 
“MAC.” 
“Famous running horse, 
friend. Died August 23, 
yeurs."’

PERMIT WILL BE REFUSED 


Council Some Weeks Ago Declined 
To Allow Dr. Monnish To Erect 
House Which He Says Was 
To Be a Private Resi- 
dence. 


a 


Notwithstanding the fact that council 
hag refused to grant him a bullding per- 
mit, Dr. W. A. Monnish hag not relin- 
quished all hope of erecting a house on 
his property at the corner of Peachtree 
street and Forrest avenue. 

On the contrary, he ts about to gn into 
the state courts in an effort to compel 
the city building inspector and the gen- 
eral council to grant him the necessary 
building permit. Dr. Monnish contends 
that it is his purpose to build a private 
residence, and that council has no right 
to prevent him from carrying out his in- 
tention, 

He has retained Captain James F. 
O'Neill as counsel and proposes to fight 
the matter through all the courts. Cap- 
tain O’Nelll has filed an apptication for a 
building permit with City Inspector Pitt- 
man, and today Mr. Pittman will proba- 
bly refuse to grant the permission asked. 
At a late hour yesterday afternoon he 
had not taken any action on the Monnish 
petition, but stated that he did not see 
how he could grant a permit when coun- 
cil on August § declined to» give permis. 
sion to Dr. Mcnnish to build on Peach- 
tree, 


Council Went on Record. 

In voting to refuse to grant a permit 
council went on record as declaring that 
the proposed house that Dr. Monnish de- 
sired to build wag intended for a sanita- 
rium. On July 15 council] adopted an or- 
dinance which makes it unlawful for any 
one to build a private sanitarium or hos- 
pital in the event of opposition by neigh. 
bors unless a permit is secured from 
council and the mayor. This ordinance 
was introduced by Councilman Rawson 
and was approved by the mayor the day 
after it passed council. 

It was generally helleved that this or- 
dinance was aimed at Dr. Monnish, who, 
it was understood, intended asking fora 
permit to put up a house on the land 
which he recently purchased. An applica- 
tion was filed with the building inspec- 
tor, but not by Dr. Monnish, although 
if Was known that {ft was for his house 
that the permit was asked. Before Bulld- 
ing Inspector Pittman had carefully ex- 
amined the plans for the building a writ- 
ten protest from one or more property 
owners near the corner of Peachtree 
street and Forrest avenue was received. 

Under the ordinance which was passed 
the building inspector felt if his duty to 
send both the application and the protest 
to council for consideration. He prepared 
& paper setting forth the state of af- 
fairs, but that paper still remains in his 
desk, as the first application was with- 
drawn, and then Dr. Monnish_ over his 
own signature, filed the necessary appli- 
cation with the clerk of council. 

This application was acted upon during 
the first meeting of council] in this month 
and was refused, the vote being 17 to 1 
against it. Mayor Pro Tem. Harvey 
Johnson on that occasion made a caus- 
tic speech In opposition to granting the 
permit. He declared it was generally un- 
derstood that the house was to be a sani- 
tarium and not a private residence. 

The Rawson Ordinance. 

The Rawson ordinance, which members 
of council considered applicable to the 
Monnish case, direct that it shall be un- 
lawful for anybody to build a house to be 
used as a private sanitarium, hospital or 
boarding house or other houses of like 
character until after the applicant shall 
have filed with the building !nspector, in 
writing, a request for a permit to build, 
which shall plainly set forth the charac- 
ter of the building and for what purposes 
it is to ‘be used; if no objections ecoame 
be filed within twenty-four hours. 
same shall be granted; if objections, in 
writing, are filed by adjacent property 
owners or near neighbors within the time 
above specified, then the application and 
objections thereto shal] be transmitted 
to the mayor and general council, and 
the permit shall not be granted by said 
buildine inspector until directed to do so 
by the mayor and general councll. 

The penalty for vioation is a fine of 
not less than § or more than $500. 


Inspector T>? Refuse Permit. 
City Building Inspector Pittman, when 
seen yesterday afternoon, had the fuollow- 
ing to sav about the matter: 


“Captain O'Neill, representing Dr. Mon. 
nish, has filed a new application for a 
permit for the erection of a house at the 
corner of Peachtree street and Forrest 
avenue. The plans of that house, which 
were originally filed some weeks ago, still 
remain in my office. Tney were never 
taken away by Dr. Monnish and the new 
petition is based on those plans. I have 
not vet taken any action in regard to 
the application but in view of what coun- 
cil decided the first part of the month 
I shall have to decline to grant the per- 
mit. I do not see how else I can act.’ 


Monnish To Go to Court. 
Dr. Monnish was seen last night at his 
home on Church street. He said: 


“IT have put the whole matter in the 
hands of my counsel, Captain O'Neill. We 
intended going about it in regular form, 
and [| feel sure that, while council may 
continue to refuse me a permit, I shall 
vet secure the right to build with the aid 
of the courts. The house I propose erect- 
ing will be my own private residence. It 
was never intended for a gsanitarium. I 
think that charge was made in order to 
prejudice council and the people against 
me. It was manifestly unjust, and | pro- 
pose fighting the case through every 
court until I get my rights. If the city 
building inspector refuses to grant a per- 
mit, application will be made to the gu- 
perior court for a mandamus to com- 
pel him to do so. Qn a hearing I have 
not the slightest doubt but that I shall 
be accorded every right to which I am 
clearly entitled.” 

The application which has been made 
for a permit sets forth that the bulld- 
ing is to be a two-story brick dwelling 
and is to cost $4,500.

proposed charter amendment. When ap- 
proached on the subject, Captain Howell 
said he might consider it,in the e*ent 
there was any possible chance that the 
Peters street car line would be killed 
this year. 

Captain Howell Not in Race. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Cap- 
tain Howell. last night stated that he 
would not be a candidate. 

“While I might have entertained the 
idea at one time,”’ said he, “I can say 
that it is not my intention to run. The 
conditions which I then imagined might 
exist this fall I now feel assured will 
not materialize.’’ 

Councilman Longino, who now repre- 
sents the seventh ward in council, is 
said to be the one who will be the candi- 
date for alderman from that ward this 
time.

for alderman or councilman, and a 
number of possibilities are being men- 
tioned. Former Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward will be a candidate for alderman 
tc succeed Mr. Day, of the third ward. 
Councilman Minhinnett, it was announced 
yesterday, also aspires to the same place, 
and Judge J. G. Bloodworth and former 
Councilman E. P. Burns are mentioned 
as men who are likely to announce for 
alderman. 

In the fourth ward J. E. Maddox and 
Councilman Terry will enter the lists 
for the place on the aldermanic board 
to be made vagsnt when Alderman Kil- 
patrick’s term expires. 

Any number of names have been men- 
tioned as candidates for council. F. J. 
Paxon, it was rumored several days ago, 
might be a candidate from the second 
ward, but he is quoted as saying that 
he will not be in the race. In the first 
ward former Councilman J. H. Harwell 
and J. R. Smith have announced their 
determination to stand for elections Mr. 
Harwell is now a member of the board 
of water commissioners. Joseph Hirsch 
and A. C. Turner are also mentioned as 
possible candidates from the first. 

One Announces from Third. 

In the second ward Courtland 8S. Winn 
has announced, while in the third the only 
one who has definitely stated that he 
would run is M. E. Matthews.

Dr. C. J. Vaughan is running ifn the 
fourth, and those who are expected to 
oppose him are J. F. Beck, M. L. Collier, 
Dr. J. W. Carmichael and Hamilton 
Douglas. Dr. Carmichael announced yes- 
terday, and gives it out that he will be 
in the race to the end.. There are four 
gentlemen in the fifth ward that are 
expected to run.
